2.  The  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman  and  the  roll 
called.  A  quorum  being  present  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  be  read  and  any  errors  therin  shall  be  corrected. 

3.  Any  member  who  enters  the  room  after  roll  call  shall  be  en- 
titled to  take  a  seat  after  being  recognized  by  the  Chairman,  and  the 
Clerk  shall  note  his  presence  on  the  m'nutes. 

4.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  session  without  leave  being 
granted  by  the  Chairman. 

5.  No  person  except  a  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 
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6.  All  resolutions  presented  to  the  Board  shall  be  in  writing  with 
the  name  of  the  member  presenting  it  appearing  thereon,  and  the 
Clerk  shall  enter  the  name  of  the  moving  member,  in  the  minutes^ 

7.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  debate  upon  any  report,  resolu- 
tion or  notice,  or  amendments  or  subsidiary  motions  thereto  for  a 
longer  period  than  five  minutes  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  present. 

8.  Reports  of  committees  and  resolutions  presented  to  the  Board, 
except  a  resolution  affecting  a  single  town  when  offered  by  the  Super- 
visors of  such  town,  shall  not  be  put  upon  final  passage  on  the  day 
of  presentation,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. 

9.  All  resolutions  and  reports  of  committees  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively  by  the  Clerk  as  presented. 

10.  All  accounts  of  claims  or  any  items  of  any  such  account  or 
claim  shall  be  voted  on  separately,  if  requested  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 

11  The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  recorded  on  all  resolutions  and  re- 
ports of  committees,  and  on  any  question  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be 
recorded  if  requested  by  any  member. 

12.  All  bills  created  or  made  by  any  County  officer  for  audit  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  must  state  on  the  face  thereof  by  whose  order 
the  debt  was  contracted. 

13  The  Board  will  not  take  into  consideration  any  claim  for  the 
burial  or  headstone  of  any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  unless  the  claim 
■  be  certified  to  in  writing  by  the  Supervisor  of  the  Town,  or  the  Post 
Commander  of  the  post,  to  which  in  his  lifetime  the  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine  belonged  setting  forth  that  the  said  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
died  without  leaving  means  sufficient  to  defray  his  funeral  expenses, 
or  for  the  erection  of  a  headstone,  or  both. 

14.  All  claims  against  the  County  presented  to  the  Board  or  filed 
with  the  Clerk  for  audit  shall  be  properly  endorsed  by  the  Clerk  and 
turned  over  for  audit  to  the  proper  committee  to  have  charge  thereof, 
which  action  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  presentation  of  such  claims  to 
the  Board  by  the  Clerk.

Washington.  January  15,  1919. 

To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  Chairman  of  the 
Town  Selectmen,  or  Corresponding  Official  of  all  the  Counties  and  Town- 
ships in  the  United  States: 

Are  you  planning  any  public  works  in  1919? 

Now  is  the  time  to  catch  up  on  road  repairs  and  new  roads  postponed  on 
account  of  war  conditions. 

The  National  Association  of  State  Highway  OfPcials  is  agreed  upon  the 
desirability  of  a  large  program  of  road  construction  in  1919. 

About  forty  millions  of  Federal  appropriations  are  available  in  aid  of  State 
and  County  roads. 

If  our  country  had  been  invaded  we  should  have  had  to  strain  our  re- 
sources by  borrowing  vast  sums  to  restore  the  ravages  of  war.  Let  us  in 
thanksgiving  for  our  security  expend  a  small  fraction  of  that  vast  sum  now 
in  improving  American  roads  and  in  developing  public  works  which  minister 
to  the  needs  and  comfort  of  our  people. 

If  your  County  will  prepare  to  do  necessary  public  works  in  1919,  it  will 
help  to  diminish  any  unemployment  that  may  temporarily  result  from  demob- 
ilization and  the  shifting  of  war  workers. 

Not  only  will  your  necessary  public  works  employ  workers  in  your  locality, 
but  they  will  help  to  steady  the  employment  of  workers  now  engaged  in  pro- 
ducing the  materials  required,  and  they  will  also  enable  the  industries  pro- 
ducing such  materials  to  employ  additional  workers  from  among  returning 
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soldiers  and  munition  workers.  Consequently  the  benefits  of  any  necessary 
public  works  done  by  your  County  during  a  period  of  unemployment  will  ex- 
tend to  the  whole  Nation.

REPORT  NO.  1 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Saratoga: 

In  conformity  with  ;S€Ction  192  of  the  Election  Daw,  we  respectfully  sub- 
mit a  report  of  the  Board  of  Elections  of  Saratoga  County,  N.  Y.,  for  the 
year  1918. 

This  Board  consists  of  two  Commissioners,  Henry  A.  Shaeffer,  President, 
and  Robert  Shaw,  Secretary,  both  reappointed  December  24,  1919,  for  a  term 
of  two  years  from  January  1,  1919,  and  occupy  rooms  in  the  Holden  Build- 
ing, Milton  Avenue,  Ballston  Spa,  N.  Y. 

We  have  employed  one  clerk  during  the  past  year  at  a  salary  of  $560.00. 

The  number  of  election  districts  under  our  jurisdiction  at  the  present  time 
is  eighty-two,  an  increase  of  twelve  districts  during  the  past  year. 

The  Election  Notices  for  the  past  year  as  well  as  the  official  canvass  have 
been  published  in  the  newspapers  designated  by  your  Board. 

Under  a  resolution  adopted  by  your  Board,  we  advertised  for  bids  for 
printing  the  enrollment  for  1917-1918;  The  Saratogian,  The  Saratoga  Sun,  and 
The  Hudson  Valley  Times  all  submitted  bids,  to- wit:  The  Saratogian  at  $1.04 
per  page.  The  Hudson  Valley  Times  at  $1.08  per  page,  and  The  Saratoga  Sun 
at  $1.15  per  page.    The  contract  was  awarded  to  The  Saratogian. 

Owing  to  the  enactment  of  the  Woman's  Suffrage  Amendment  and  its 
special  provisions  for  their  enrollment,  the  work  in  the  office  was  nearly 
doubled,  and  it  became  necessary  to  employ  extra  help  in  order  to  com- 
plete their  enrollment  in  the  time  specified  by  law. 

We  again  advertised  for  bids  for  printing  the  enrollment  of  women.  The 
Saratogian,  The  Saratoga  Sun  and  The  Hudson  Valley  Times  all  submitted 
bids,  to-wit:  The  Saratogian  at  $.99  per  page.  The  Saratoga  Sun  at  $1.06  per 
page,  and  The  Hudson  Valley  Times  at  $1.18  per  page.  The  contract  was 
awarded  to  The  Saratogian. 

There  had  been  purchased  for  this  office  and  election  district  supply  rack, 
work  table,  and  case  for  holding  enrollment  pamphlets.  Bills  for  same  have 
been  sent  your  Board  for  audit  and  payment.

The  budget  for  the  hospital  expenses  covering  the  year  ending  October 
31,  1919,  as  granted  by  yora-  Board  is  $28,000.00.  The  managers  have  made 
every  effort  to  reduce  the  cost  of  operating  the  hospital  so  as  to  meet  this 
requirement,  but  high  prices  of  supplies  and  increased  cost  of  labor,  as  well 
as  making  necessary  repairs  at  the  hospital,  will  prevent  their  doing  so.  As 
estimated  at  this  time  the  cost  of  operating  the  hospital  for  the  twelve 
months,  is  bound  to  be  about  $32,000.00. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  replace  the  electric  storage  batteries  at  a  cost 
of  $1006  96.  The  cost  of  installing  the  equipment  for  the  second  well  and 
the  engine  and  generator  has  exceeded  the  original  estimate  $407.87.  Both 
of  these  amounts  had  to  come  out  of  the  budget  provided  for  this  year.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  have  extensive  repairs  done  to  both  boilers.  Many  re- 
pairs to  the  plumbing  have  had  to  be  made.  Your  attention  is  respectfully 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  entire  plant  has  now  been  in  operation  for  the 
past  four  years  and  what  will  be  about  the  heaviest  repair  year  for  some 
time  happens  to  come  when  the  budget  has  been  reduced  to  the  lowest  pos- 
sible operating  figure,  with  high  prices  prevailing  in  every  commodity.

It  IS  also  suggested  that  copies  of  these  registration  records  be  furnished  to 
the  County  Home  iDefense  Committee,  Board  of  Supervisors  or  other  board 
or  committee  in  charge  of  preparing  the  honor  roll  or  roster  of  soldiers  of 
the  County.    As  much  publicity  as  possible  should  be  given  this  notice. 

"War  Department,  Washington,  December  26,  1918.  Circular  No.  174. 
Registration  of  discharged  soldiers  at  ofCice  of  city  or  town  clerk — All  of- 
ficers and  soldiers  will  be  notified  upon  discharge  that  the  Governors  of  the 
several  States  have  asked  that  men  who  have  served  in  the  army,  register, ' 
upon  returning  home,  with  their  respective  town,  city  or  County  Clerks,  or 
other  appropriate  officials.  This  action  is  requested  on  the  part  of  all  those 
returning  to  communities  in  which  opportunity  is  afforded  for  such  regis- 
tration, with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  complete  lists,  both  for  con- 
venience in  making  plans  to  welcome  returning  soldiers  and  also  for  perma- 
nent historical  record.

Dear  Sirs:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Suffolk  County  have  appointed  a 
committee  to  work  with  me  in  an  effort  to  obtain  legislation  requiring  the 
State  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  different  Counties  in  fixing  the 
transfer  tax  collected  by  the  State  from  decedents'  estates. 

We  find  that  from  25%  to  50%  of  the  work  of  the  Surrogate  and  of  the 
office  force  is  the  fixing  of  this  tax,  recording  papers,  etc.,  for  the  State 
Comptroller,  for  which  the  County  receives  no  remuneration.  In  the  cities 
and  in  some  few  Counties  the  Comptroller  is  allowed  by  law  to  appoint 
clerks  to  do  certain  of  the  work  of  the  State,  but  this  does  not  lessen  the 
work  or  the  expense  of  the  County.  Under  existing  laws  each  County  is  al- 
lowed the  expenses  of  collecting  the  Mortgage  Tax  and  the  Excise  Tax  and 
then  each  County  receives  one-half  of  the  tax.  One-half  of  the  automobile 
license  tax  is  apportioned  among  the  towns.  The  State  receiving  the  en- 
tire amount  of  the  transfer  tax  does  not  pay  the  Counties  the  expenses  they 
are  put  to  in  fixing  it,  and  the  State  receives  a  very  large  tax  annually  from 
this  source.  I  should  be  glad  to  hear  your  views  on  the  subject  and  to  con- 
fer with  any  committee  from  your  Board  in  relation  to  the  proposed  legisla- 
tion. As  we  hope  to  get  a  bill  introduced  early  in  the  session,  I  would  ap- 
preciate it  if  you  would  take  the  matter  up  at  your  earliest  convenience.

REPORT  NO.  1 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Saratoga  County: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  mapping  out  a 
system  of  roads  to  be  improved  at  the  expense  of  the  County  and  towns, 
respectfully  report  that  a  number  of  meetings  have  been  held  with  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Highways.  A  large  number  of  roads  in  the 
various  towns  have  been  suggested  to  the  committee,  many  of  which  it 
is  ^ipparent  the  committee  will  recommend  for  improvement.    As  to  cer- 
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tain  other  roads,  however,  the  committee  feels  that  a  further  investiga- 
tion should  be  made,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  make 
such  investigation  before  making  a  final  report.  However,  as  to  such 
roads  as  are  apparent  will'  be  included  in  such  report,  your  committee  feels 
that  intimation  of  their  approval  should  be  made  at  this  time,  so  that 
necessary  arrangements  can  be  made  for  their  building.  Your  committee, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  road  commencing  at  the  D.  &  H.  crossing, 
near  the  depot,  at  Round  Lake,  and  extending  thence  westerly  to  Arm- 
strong's Corners,  at  or  near  the  town  line  of  the  Towns  of  Malta  and 
Ballston;  the  road  commencing  at  such  corners  and  extending  westerly 
and  southerly  to  the  town  line  bet\<^een  the  Towns  of  Ballston  and  Clifton 
Park,  at  or  near  Dubois  Corners;  and  the  road  commencing  at  such 
town  line  and  extending  southerly  to  Jonesville,  should  be  authorized  for 
improvement,  the  three  said  roads  being  in  fact  a  continuation  of  the 
first,  and  badly  needed.  We  also  recommend  at  this  time  for  improvement 
a  road  commencing  at  Saratoga  Avenue,  near  the  store  of  E  A  Wil- 
kins,  and  extending  westerly  900  feet,  thence  northerly  100  feet;  thence 
westerly  about  1100  feet,  in  the  Town  of  Waterford,  should  be  improved 
by  substantial  construction.

Dear  Sirs: 

1.  The  Twelfth  Annual  Conference  on  Weichts  and  Measures  will  be  held 
May  21-24,  inclusive,  at  the  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washington. 

2.  When  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War  in  1917,  it  was  de- 
cided to  discontinue  the  annual  meetings  until  the  close  of  the  war,  so  that 
neither  the  time  nor  the  energies  of  the  men  in  Federal  State  and  loca? 
governments  concerned  with  the  Conference,  nor  the  facilities  of  the  country 
miffht  be  diverted  from  a  full  and  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war.  The 
time  has  now  arrived  when  these  annual  meetings  should  be  resumed,  and 
you  are  very  cordially  invited  to  have  :^ur  weights  and  measures  official  or 
other  representative  present.  The  war  has  brought  out  new  problems,  and 
the  rapid  rise  in  the  prices  of  the  necessities  of  life  makes  the  question  of 
full  weight  and  measure  of  more  importance  now  than  ever  before. 

3.  The  proper  inspection  and  test  of  weights  and  measures  in  commercial 
use  is  essential  for  the  protection  of  the  consumer,  and  also  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  merchants  against  those  dealers  who  resort  to  dishonest  prac- 
tices and  the  use  of  false  weighing  and  measuring  apparatus  in  the  sale  of 
commodities. 

4.  The  Conference  aims  to  place  weights  and  measures  laws  and  the  en- 
forcement thereof,  and  the  inspection  and  test  of  weights  and  measures  in 
commercial  use  upon  a  sound,  uniform  basis.  It  has  given  careful  considera- 
tion and  study  to  the  drafting  of  weights  and  measures  laws;  the  formatio.T 
of  uniform  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  these  laws;  and  to  the 
drafting  of  a  •  set  of  tolerances  and  specifications  for  weights  and  measures 
and  weighing  and  measuring  devices.  These  have  been  made  available  to  all 
concerned  through  the  printed  reports  of  the  proceedings.  The  Conference 
also  stands  ready  to  assist  individuals  in  the  solution  of  any  special  prob- 
lems arising  in  their  work,  and  guiding  and  directing  the  proceedings.  Those 
who  are  of  lesser  experience  greatly  increase  their  knowledge  of  the  Avork, 
gain  in  efficiency,  and,  not  the  least  important,  become  more  interested  con- 
cerning its  possibilities.    Finally,  those  who  have  just  come  into  oflfce,  either 
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by  appointment,  or.  the  creation  of  an  inspection  service,  gatlier  inforxnation 
wMch  is  indispensable  to  them  if  they  are  to  conduct  their  work  with  any 
degree  of  thoroughness  and  efficiency.  City  and  county  weights  and  meas- 
ures officials  are  therefore  cordially  invited  to  attend  the  Conference.  They 
have  the  right  to  participate  in  all  discussions  and  will  be  accorded  thu 
privilege  of  voting  on  all  questions  unless  some  questions  arise  which  are 
such  that  by  their  nature  they  should  be  settled  by  a  vote  of  State  delegates 
only. 

6.  The  laboratories  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards  will  be  open  to  visitors 
and  an  opportunity  will  thus  be  afforded  to  inspect  the  equipment  and  to 
learn  how  precision  weighings  and  measurements  are  made  at  the  Bureau. 

7.  We  sincerely  hope  that  it  will  be  practicable  for  you  to  attend,  and 
would  be  very  glad  to  hear  from  you  at  your  convenience  in  the  matter.

Gentlemen: 

For  many  years  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  appropriated  $100  or  such 
part  thereof  as  might  be  needed  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Humane  So- 
ciety in  connection  with  work  done  in  the  towns  of  the  County  and  outside 
of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs. 

The  support  of  the  Society  comes  from  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs  rather 
than  from  the  Countj^ — in  fact,  the  Society  has  received  no  support  outside 
of  the  city  except  the  $100  from  your  Board. 

The  Society  finds  itself  handicapped  for  lack  of  funds  through  changes 
in  the  dog  license  law  and  increased  expenses  and  feels  that  it  should  make 
a  charge  against  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  connection  with  the  expense 
of  the  work  it  does  for  the  County  which  has  hitherto  not  been  made  or  al- 
lowed. 

The  Society  employs  a  Superintendent,  at  a  salry  of  $600  per  year,  who 
gives  approximately  one-third  of  his  time  in  their  service.  At  $50  per 
month  this  means  $12.50  per  week  or  something  over  .$2  per  day.  Two  dol- 
lars for  one-third  of  a  day  of  eight  hours  would  mean  $2  for  two  and  two- 
thirds  hours  work,  or  approximately  $.75  per  hour. 

The  above  being  the  case,  the  Society  feels  that  it  should  be  allowed,  in 
connection  with  tho  other  expenses  of  County  work,  to  charge  $.75  per 
hour  for  the  time  of  the  Superintendent  or  for  his  services  as  one  may  look 
at  it.  At  any  rate,  it  is  evident  that  we  pay  for  his  services  and  we  feel 
that  when  they  are  devoted  to  County  work,  they  become  a  proper  charge 
upon  the  County. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  say  exactly  what  this  would  amount  to  in  the 
course  of  a  year.  The  records  show  that  the  cases  of  this  sort  investigated 
by  our  officer  average  2  1-2  per  month,  or  30  per  year.  The  time  needed  would, 
of  course,  be  various,  but  three  hours  woxild  be  a  fair  average  and  the  cosr 
therefor  would  be  $67.50.     The  Society,   therefore,   requests  your  Honorable 
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Body  to  appropriate  $200  instead  of  $100,  or  such  part  .thereof  as  may  be 
needed  to  meet  the  itemized  and  attested  expenses  of  the  Society  in  connec- 
tion with  County  work.

Reports  placed  in  Class  III  indicate  many  or  more  serious  defects,  and 
are  transmitted  to  Boards  of  ^Supervisors  and  Superintendents  of  the  Poor 
that  they  may  comply  with  Section  118  of  the  Poor  Law,  and  take  immediate 
action  "with  a  view  to  proper  remedies  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of 
the  State  Board  of  Charities."

Of  the  105  inmates  28  are  womeu;  11  in- 
mates are  feeble-minded;  2  are  blind  and  1  is  a  deaf-mute.  The  deaf-mute, 
Elizabeth  Baker,  No.  4359,  age  55,  and  Louisa  Lott,  No.  4180,  age  57,  afflicted 
with  chorea,  are  disturbing  and  sometimes  violent. 

Essie  Brower,  No.  4436,  age  18,  is  an  epileptic  and  should  be  transferred 
to  Sonyea. 

Otto  Sweet,  No.  4437,  age  28,  feeble-minded,  should  be  returned  to  Rome. 

The  sexes  meet  in  the  dining  room.  The  hospital  accommodations  and 
the  number  of  small  sleeping  rooms  provide  adequately  for  classification  by 
condition  and  temperament.

General  administrative  conditions,  as  regards  care  of  plant  and  of  inmates, 
were  good. 
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VII.  PLANT. 

The  almshouse  is  about  40  years  old.  It  is  a  brick  building  two  stories 
in  heiffht  with  an  attic  and  basement,  and  consists  of  a  central  residence 
and  service  section  and  two  wings  with  rear  sections,  enclosing  a  paved 
court  on  three  sides. 

The  hospital  is  a  brick  building  erected  in  1903. 

The  almshouse  affords  no  sitting  rooms  except  the  corridors,  which  are 
wide  and  quite  well  furnished,  but  windows  are  few,  and  this  use  ot  the 
corridors  is  undesirable.    Suitable  sitting  rooms  are  needed. 

Sleeping  rooms  are  small,  light  and  comfortable.  Floors  are  of  hard  wood. 
Plaster  is  painted. 

A  usable  mangle,  a  dryer  and  guards  for  the  belts  are  needed  in  the  laundry. 
The  mangle  is  much  too  small  for  sheets  and  spreads. 

Heating  is  adequate,  but  there  is  only  one  low-pressure  boiler.  Another 
is  desirable  for  use  in  emergencies. 

The  water  supply  system  is  unsatisfactory.  The  feed  pipe  through  which 
the  water  is  pumped  by  electricity  from  two  wells  into  a  reservoir  on  the 
grounds  is  a  one-inch  pipe,  too  small  to  allow  the  reservoir  to  be  filled  id 
less  than  a  day  or  two,  yet  the  reservoir  is  not  large  and  was'  emptied  in  1  1-2 
or  2  hours,  using  one  hydrant.  A  steam^  pump  provides  a  pressure  of  about 
60  pounds. 

Running  hot  water  is  not  available  in  the  west  wing,  where  the  majority 
of  the  inmates  are  located,  the  tubs  there  having  to  be  filled  by  hand.  Weil 
inmates  bathe  in  the  east  wing. 

A  detailed  description  of  plant  and  equipment  is  given  in  Section  VII  of  the 
report,  of  the  inspection  dated  June  18,  1918. 

VIII.     FIRE  PROTECTION. 

The  almshouse  and  the  hospital  have  brick,  outer  walls  and  slate  roofs,  but 
are  otherwise  combustible. 

The  almshouse  has  suitable  alternate  means  of  egress.  Each  of  the  three 
sections  of  the  west  wing  and  the  central  section  have  interior  stairways 
while  the  east  wing  Has  one  at  the  rear,  and  at  the  rear  end  of  the  west 
wfng  is  an  exterior  iron  stairway  from  the  porch  roof.  This  roof  is  nearly 
flat  and  extends  along  all  sections. 

The  hospital,  however,  has  stairways  only  at  the  rear,  so  that  alternate 
means  of  escape  may  be  desirable  at  the  front. 

Outside  fire  protection  consists  of  three  hydrants  and  a  supply  of  2  1-2 
inch  hose  in  a  shelter.    Water  pressure  is  good,  but  the  supply  is  uncertain. 

Inside  protection  is  afforded  by  liquid  chemical  extinguishers,  one  in  each 
corridor,  and  standpipes,  three  in  the  main  building  and  one  m  the  hospital, 
with  50  feet  of  hose  attached  on  each  floor.  The  extinguishers  have  not  been 
re-charged  in  years,  but  are  soon  to  be.    Hose  is  tested  frequently. 

The  nearest  fire  company  is  two  miles  away.    Connection  is  by  telephone. 

Smoking  is  allowed  in  rooms  and  corridors. 

IX.     SANITATION  AND  HYGIENE. 

Conditions  were  good  so  far  as  observed.  Beds  presented  a  ;?e^/PPf^^'; 
ance  Floors  and  walls  were  clean.  Plumbing  was  m  good  condition.-  Food 
i^  properly  kept,  but  the  vegetable  cellars  are  too  warm. 

Weekly  baths  and  changes"  are  required.  Clothing  is  marked  and  sorted  for 
individual  use.     Roller  towels  are  still  in  use. 

Fly  screens  are  needed  for  all  used  doors  and  windows. 

X.     CARE  OF  THE  SICK. 

The  hospital  has  a  section  for  each  sex,  each  section  with  a  ward,  toilet 
.V  !.tfi?tv  loom  on  the  first  floor,  four  single  rooms  and  accessory  roon.s 


and  utility  room 
on  the  second. 


In  the  basement  are  a  large  kitchen,  a  dining  room,  a  serv- 
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ing  room  and  dumb  waiters.  Large  verandas,  enclosed  but  unscreened,  are 
at  the  south  end. 

An  operating  room  with  operating  table,  running  water,  instrument  cabi- 
net and  a  sterilizer  for  instruments  and  dressings,  is  located  on  the  second 
floor. 

Wards,  rooms  and  accessory  rooms  are  also  provided  at  the  end  of  thf^ 
main  building  for  inmates  who  are  helpless,  but  not  ill. 

A  frame  cottage  is  used  in  warm  weather  for  isolation  of  a  cancer  case 
that  is  now  cared  for  in  a  single  room  of  the  main  building. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  there  were  two  cancer  cases,  one  of  pneumonia, 
two  of  paralysis,  four  of  fractured  hip,  one  of  chorea,  five  of  influenza,  sev- 
eral of  rheumatism  and  a  number  of  generol  decrepitude.  Three  of  the  in- 
fluenza cases  were  being  cared  for  in  their  own  rooms,  the  others  were  in 
the  hospital. 

The  attending  physician,  James  T.  Sweetman,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  of  Ballston  Spa. 

iiow  IS  in  daily  attendance  because  of  the  threatened  spread  of  influenza. 

At  otner  times  he  comes  on  alternate  days  and  on  call.    He  signs  a  register 

but  no  record  of  treatment  is  kept  here. 
A  qualified  practical  nurse,  an  orderly  and  two  attendants  are  employed 
One  case  has  been  taken  to  an  outside  hospital  since  the  last  inspection 

\ 

XI.  CLOTHING. 

The  supply  of  clothing  is  rather  low,  but  is  probably  sufficient  for  immedi- 
ate needs.    Complaints  were  made  of  the  prison-made  clothing. 


XII.  DIETARY. 

Meals  served  on  the  day  of  inspection: 

Breakfast:  Oatmeal,  milk,  bread,  butter  for  many,  coffee.  ' 
Dinner:  Creamed  cod,  boiled  potatoes,  bread,  butter,  tea. 
Supper:  Boiled  rice,  milk,  sugar,  bread,  tea. 

A  competent  cook  is  employed  for  the  well  inmates  and  another  for  the 
sick. 

All  inmates  have  butter  once  or  twice  a  day,  while  all  workers,  women 
and  the  sick,  have  it  at  each  meal.  The  sick  get  whole  milk;  the  others 
get  a  mixture  of  whole  and  separated  milk.    Sugar  is  well  supplied. 

Fresh  beef  is  bought  weekly  in  summer.  Dinner  meats  include  fresh  and 
corned  beef,  fresh  and  salt  pork,  and  salt  fish. 

Vegetables  at  this  season  include  onions  two  or  three  times  a  week  in  hash 
or  Aunegar,  cabbage  with  pork  Aveekly,  and  carrots  in  stews  twice  a  week. 

Breakfasts  change  but  little  if  at  all;  suppers  include  rice,  cornmeal  or 
macaroni. 

Apples  and  apple  jelly  are  served  frequently. 


XIII.  FARM. 

Of  the  176  acres  in  the  property  about  75  are  usually  cultivated  and  the 
rest  is  pasture.  Fruit  trees  number  about  25.  The  production  last  year 
was  valued  at  $5870.35.  Receipts  from  the  sale  of  produce  Avere  $286.77, 
nearly  all  articles  being  used  for  the  inmates. 

The  hog  house  and  the  chicken  houses  are  modern  and  in  good  condition. 
Cow  stables  are  old,  dark  and  damp.  There  are  5  horses,  158  hens,  10  hogs, 
15  cows,  3  calves  and  a  bull. 


XIV.  DIVERSION. 

Reading  matter  is  well  supplied,  both  in  the  hospital  and  the  main  build- 
ing.   Cards,  flinch  cards,  checkers  and  dominoes  are  provided. 

There  is  an  organ  in  each  wing  and  hymn  books  are  supplied.  Religious 
services  are  held  weekly. 
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An  impersonator  gave  an  entertainment  last  summer.  The  Sunshine  Circl.j 
provided  gifts  or  treats  at  Christmas  and  one  woman  furnished  a  treat  on 
New  Year's  Day.  Special  dinners  are  provided  on  all  holidays.  Many  in- 
mates were  taken  to  the  County  Fair. 

Inmates  appeared  contented.    No  cell  is  used. 


XV.     CARE  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Bodies  are  removed  without  delay  and  services  are  held  at  undertakers' 
parlors.  Relatives,  friends  or  overseers  are  notified.  Town  charges  are 
now  buried  by  the  towns  in  plots  in  village  cemeteries.  These  graves  are 
not  marked,  but  cemetery  records  should  serve  to  identify  them.  A  chart 
is  maintained  of  the  almshouse  cemetery. 


XVI.  RECORDS. 

The  latest  entry  in  the  State  Board  of  Charities  Record  of  Inmates  was 
No  4435,  dated  February  18,  1919.  An  index  of  admission  is  mamtamed. 
The  almshouse  register  of  inmates  consists  of  one  list,  started  November  1 
of  each  year.    Distinction  is  made  between  town  and  County  charges. 

Since  the  last  inspection  there  has  been  sixteen  deaths  and  no  births. 

Financial  records  consist  of  a  day  book,  distribution  ledger,  monthly  state- 
ments, bills  and  check  book  stubs. 

XVII.     PRINCIPAL  NEEDS  AND  DEFECTS.

I  am  callin-  a  meeting  of  all  officials  in  the  State  who  ai-e  responsible  for 
DubHc  improvements  to  be  held  at  Albany  at  the  Executive  Chamber  on  Slay 
S2    at  1  00  p    m.    Will  you  let  me  know  if  you  can  arrange  to  be  present 
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or  to  be  represented  at  this  conference  at  which  we  shall  discuss  not  only 
ways  of  meeting  local  difficulties,  but  also  arrangements  £ov  co-operation 
between  State,  County  and  City  public  works  departments?  Similar  con- 
ferences are  being  held  in  other  states. 

The  attached  report  of  the  New  York  State  Reconstruction  Commission 
advises  me  of  the  need  of  stimulating  public  works  to  bring  about  business 
readjustment,  establish  confidence  of  business  men,  stabilize  prices  and  thus 
provide  employment  for  returned  soldiers  and  sailors  and  others  who  are  out 
of  work. 

The  United  States  War  and  Labor  Departments  have  expressed  their  com- 
plete agreement  with  this  report  and  have  joined  with  the  Reconstruction 
Commission  in  urging  me  to  call  a  conference  of  the  heads  of  the  Connty 
and  City  governments  of  this  State  and  of  the  State  engineering  depart- 
ments, to  talk  over  projected  public  improvements  and  to  see  what  can  be  ' 
done  to  overcome  obstacles  and  push  this  work.  The  Reconstruction  Com- 
mission's report  indicates  that  more  than  $155,000,000  is  available  in  this 
State  for  public  improvements.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  is  held  up 
for  lack  of  funds  and  other  causes. 

During  the  next  week  I  shall  send  you  a  detailed  statement  prepared  by 
the  Reconstruction  Commission  covering  public  improvements  not  started,  in 
progress  or  contemplated  by  the  various  counties  and  cities  of  the  State  and 
by  the  State  departments.  This  information  was  obtained  from  the  respon- 
sible officials  in  each  jurisdiction.  No  doubt  there  will  be  a  number  of  cor- 
rections to  be  made  and  considerable  progress  to  be  recorded  since  this  in-  ' 
formation  was  obtained.

Allow  me  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  advisability  of  procuring- 
a  tractor  for  use  at  the  County  farm. 

1  submit  this  suggestion  knowing  that  a  tractor  will  give  many  advan- 
tages that  cannot  be  otherwise  obtained.  It  is  a  time  and  labor  saver  and 
can  be  used  to  advantage  where  horses  cannot  owing  to  its  greater  power. 
I  was  impressed  very  strongly  by  an  incidence  occurring  this  spring. 

Owing  to  the  wet  cold  weather,  we  were  behind  in  farm  work  as  were 
many  others  and  consequently  we  found  it  necessary  to  get  eight  acres  of 
ground,  for  silage  corn,  ready  in  the  shortest  time  possible.  It  would  have 
taken  about  six  days  to  do  this  with  team  of  horses.  As  the  time  was  a 
valuable  condsideration.  I  procured  the  services  of  a  tractor  from  Mr.  Brown 
of  the  Ballston  Spa  Garage  company  with  the  result  that  the  ground  w^as 
put  in  excellent  condition  in  one  and  one-half  days. 

I  believe  that  the  advantages  and  service  of  a  tractor  at  the  County  Farm 
would  allow  us  to  dispense  with  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  one  team, 
which  would  naturally  detract  from  the  initial  cost  of  tractor.

My  Dear  Mr.  Smith — 

I  have  been  directed  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of  Watertown 
to  inform  you  that  on  and  after  September  first  the  weekly  charge  for  care 
and  maintenance  of  boys  at  the  Jefferson  Farm  School  will  be  $6.50  per  M^eek. 
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In  order  that  you  may  appreciate  the  situation,  I  would  explain  the  rea- 
son for  this  action  as  follows; 

The  city  of  Watertown  conducts  the  JeflEerson  Farm  School  for  truant 
boys  for  the  purpose  of  taking  care  of  its  own  truants  and  also  to  help  oul 
other  cities,  towns  and  school  districts  in  caring  for  their  truant  boys. 

The  city  has  a  farm  consisting  of  fitfy-seven  acres.  It  has  in  recent  years 
added  much  to  the  equipment  of  the  school  in  the  construction  of  additional 
buildings  and  the  purchase  of  additional  stock.  On  all  this  outlay  the  city 
asks  no  return  from  any  source  as  it  stands  as  a  permanent  investment. 

The  city  also  contributes  $1,500  per  year  toward  the  support  of  the  school 
and  in  return  sends  its  truant  boys  to  the  school. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  for  the  past  three  years  the  city  has  been  com- 
pelled to  meet  a  deficiency  varying  from  $1,500  to  $4,000.  According  to  our 
records  it  is  now  costing  us  $6.43  per  week  for  each  truant  in  the  school. 
As  prices  have  continued  to  advance  the  Board  sees  no  way  of  escaping  the 
continued  deficiency  without  increasing  the  rate.  It  is,  therefore,  with  the 
greatest  reluctance  and  at  the  same  time  with  the  recognition  of  the  neces- 
sity of  such  action  that  the  Board  has  increased  the  rate  to  $6.50  per  week. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  only  one  boy  out  of  a  considerable  number 
that  must  be  sent  to  this  school  from  any  one  community; 

That  we  are  giving  at  this  Farm  School  very  superior  instruction  to  all 
boys  committed  to  our  care; 

That  the  cost  of  all  kinds  of  supplies  needed  in  such  a  school  is  constantly 
increasing,  I  trust  that  you  will  see  the  need  for  our  action  and  that  you 
will  not  regard  this  slight  increase  in  cost  as  a  reason  why  you  should  dis- 
continue sending  your  truants  to  the  school.

A  visit  to  the  hospital  by  the  Board  as  a  whole  or  a  committee  composed 
of  the  members  of  the  Special  Roads  Committee  and  Tuberculosis  Hospital 
Committee,  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
superintendent,  this  visit  could  be  made  either  during  the  session  or  soon 
after,  and  is  requested  with  a  view  of  placing  before  your  Committees,  plans 
with  figures  of  the  cost  of  an  improved  road  to  the  hospital  and  a  suitable 
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alteration  of  the  present  buildings  to  better  accommodate  patients  and  em- 
ployees at  the  hospital.  In  this  way  the  situation  can  be  best  gone  into 
and  a  report  to  the  Board  made  at  a  future  session.

The  Commission  trusts  that  your  Honorable  Board  will  give  considera- 
tion to  the  recommendation  that  modern  toilets  of  the  type  approved  by  the 
Commission  be  installed  in  the  jail  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  obsolete 
and  insanitary  toilets.

SARATOGA  COUNTY  JAIL 
Ballston  Spa. 

Inspected  July  19,  1919.  A.  L.  Reynolds,  sheriff ;  W.  J.  Dodge,  under-sheriff; 
Clarence  Hovey,  jailer.    Mrs.  Dodge  is  matron. 

The  population  of  the  jail  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  13.  Five  adult 
males  and  1  male  minor  were  serving  sentence  and  5  male  adults  and  1  male 
minor  were  court  prisoners.  One  woman  who  had  been  paroled  from  a  New 
York  City  institution  was  being  held  for  examination.    The  sheriff's  report 
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for  the  'fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  shows  the  highest  number  of  prisoners 
at  one  time  to  have  been  50  males  and  3  females;  the  lowest  10  males,  and 
the  average  20  males  and  1  female.  It  was  stated  that  with  the  present 
population  it  is  possible  to  maintain  a  legal  classification.  There  are  16  cells 
for  males  on  the  first  floor .  and  10  on  the  second. 

The  plumbing  in  the  jail  is  old  and  is  said  to  get  out  of  repair  frequently. 
New  toilets  of  a  type  approved  by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  should  be 
installed,  as  the  present  ones  have  outlived  their  usefulness.  The  two  toilets 
in  the  tramp  room  in  the  basement,  where  local  police  prisoners  are  cared 
for,  were  in  particularly  bad  condition. 

The  sheriff  reports  the  following  improvements  as  having  been  made  dur- 
ing the  past  fiscal  year; 

Needed  repairs  have  been  made  to  buildings,  steel  walls  and  ceilings  in 
several  rooms,  supervisors'  rooms  remodeled  and  painted,  porches  repaired 
and  painted,  under-sheriff's  residence  papered  and  painted.  Boilers  and  steam 
pipes  have  been  overhauled  and  refitted  and  a  concrete  floor  laid  under  the 
court  house  and  jail  building.  New  mattresses  have  been  furnished  where 
needed  and  old  covers  washed  and  refilled  with  excelsior.  The  jail  has  been 
painted.  The  materials  for  repairs  were  furnished  by  the  supervisors  and 
work  has  been  performed  by  inmates. 

The  sentenced  prisoners  care  for  the  grounds  surrounding  the  jail  and 
county  buildings  and  cultivate  about  three  acres  of  land  just  outside  the 
village.  The  efforts  of  the  sheriff  and  his  assistants  to  keep  the  prisoner? 
employed  is  commendable  and  should  be  encouraged.

That  new  toilets;  of  a  type  approved  by  the  Commission  be  installed  in 
the  jail.

ANNUAL  REPORT   OF  HOMESTEAD   SANATORIUM   FROM  NOVJflMBEK, 
1st,   1918,   to   OCTOBER   31st,  1919. 

Homestead  Sanatorium,  Nov.  1,  1019. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Saratoga  County,  Ballston  Spa,  N.  Y. 
Gentlemen: 

Following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Homestead  Sanatorium  for  the  fiscal 
year  Nov.  1st,  1918.  to  Nov.  1st,  1919. 

The  hospital  as  a  whole  and  the  work  connected  with  it  in  caring  for  tuber- 
culosis in  the  county  continue  to  give  saisfaction  and  a  healthy  growth  both 
in  the  institution  and  the  work  will  be  noted  by  you.  More  than  simply  oper- 
ating a  hospital  of  thirty-five  beds  has  been  accomplished  and  we  have  the 
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opportunity  of  reporting  that  tlie  State  Department  of  Healtli  lias  approved 
of  both  the  plant  and  field  work  through  its  representative,  Dr.  M.  F.  L.ent, 
Supervisor  of  Tuberculosis.  Dr.  Lent  especially  recommended  the  laboratory 
work  done  at  the  hospital  and  the  clinics  held  under  its  supervision.  The 
object  of  these  clinics  is  to  aid  physicians  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease  and 
to  teach  the  public  as  to  infection  and  its  result,  among  the  residents  of  the 
county. 

Home  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  being  encouraged  where  a  patient  can 
afford  the  requirements  and  progress  is  checked  up  at  the  clinics  where  every 
facility  is  at  hand  in  the  work  of  diagnosis.  The  small  towns  and  rural  dis- 
tricts are  gradually  being  supplied  with  a  clinic  where  experienced  examiners 
give  their  services.  If  a  doubtful  case  be  met  with,  the  patient  is  referred 
to  the  central  clinic  at  the  Saratoga  Springs  Hospital  where  Dr.  Earl  H. 
King  makes  an  X-ray  examination.  Dr.  King  makes  no  charge  other  than 
the  cost  of  the  plates  used.  Dr.  Thomas  Goodfellow  of  Saratoga  Springs 
examines  the  throat  and  larnyx  and  members  of  the  staff  at  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Mt.  McGregor  Sanatorium  act  with  the  superintendent  of  this 
hospital  in  making  physical  examinations.  The  laboratory  work  of  the  clinics 
is  done  at  the  hospital  by  Mr.  Charles  Connelly  who  has  had  special  training 
at  the  State  Department  of  Health  Laboratory,  Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  addition  to 
three  years'  experience  in  the  hospital  laboratory  under  the  direction  of  the 
superintendent. 

The  doctors  of  the  county  have  received  notice  that  the  full  time  of  the 
superintendent  will  be  devoted  to  providing  care  for  any  case  of  the  disease 
either  at  the  hospital  or  in  the  homes  throughout  the  county  where  his  serv- 
ices can  in  any  way  aid  in  the  work.  This  service  is  without  charge  to  the 
patients  and  in  full  interest  in  the  cause  of  giving  the  residents  of  the  county 
every  facility  in  the  care  of  the  disease.  At  present  the  superintendent  has 
cases  at  Saratoga  Springs,  Corinth,  Galway,  Stillwater,  Mechanicville  and 
Ballston  Spa  working  in  company  with  physicians  in  those  cities  and  villages. 
This  work  in  no  way  interferes  with  the  practices  of  any  physician  and  is 
only  offered  through  the  doctors  who  endorse  it  without  exception. 

This  work  is  especially  brought  to  your  attention  and  reference  to  the  tables 
giving  details  of  it  will  show  that  it  covers  an  important  field  in  that  it 
affords  care  not  only  here  at  the  hospital  but  in  the  home.  At  the  hospital 
many  improvements  have  been  accomplished  during  the  year.  The  second 
well  has  been  equipped  and  placed  in  operation,  pumping  water  into  the  tank 
originally  installed  when  the  hospital  was  built.  This  work  included  the  lay- 
ing of  347  feet  of  galvanized  pipe  and  the  installation  of  pump  and  motor 
housed  in  a  wooden  structure  over  the  well.  This  gives  the  hospital  two 
wells. 

The  power  plant  has  been  added  to  by  the  installation  of  a  second  engine 
and  the  lighting  system  has  been  improved  by  a  second  generator  and  switch- 
board operating  separately  or  in  double  control.  We  regret  to  report  that* 
the  engine  purchased  has  not  proved  satisfactory  and  that  steps  have  been 
taken  to  replace  it  under  the  original  contract.  The  rerhainder  of  the  equip- 
ment has  proved  to  be  satisfactory  all  being  provided  under  one  contract. 
The  present  power  and  lighting  plant  should  with  a  suitable  engine  meet  all 
requirements  of  the  hospital,  althongh  the  operation  of  such  a  plant  is  ex- 
pensive as  compared  to  water  power  service. 

An  addition  to  the  farm  house  on  the  property  adjoining  the  hospital  land 
recently  donated  to  the  county  by  Mrs.  Caroline  Crocker  has  been  completed 
and  aft"ords  quarters  for  an  engineer  and  family. 

A  coal  shed  has  been  completed  near  the  power  house. 

A  small  building  formerly  used  as  a  picnic  house  and  built  by  General 
Carpentier  near  his  old  home  some  distance  from  the  hospital  seemed  to  be 
of  little  practical  value  where  it  stood  as  but  few  people  visited  it.  The 
superintendent  obtained  permission  to  move  it  to  the  hospital  and  by  placing 
'  a  foundation  under  it  and  completing  the  building,  has  made  an  office  and 
laboratory  out  of  it  at  little  expense. 

A  porch  across  the  east  end  of  the  old  pavilion  has  been  completed  and 
affords  three  private  rooms  for  very  sick  patients. 

A  chimney  corresponding  to  underwriters  requirements  has  been  built  on 
the  barn  so  that  a  fire  may  be  kept  there  to  prevent  freezing  of  the  radiators 
on  the  cars  and  make  a  comfortable  garage  in  which  to  make  repairs. 

A  complete  moving  picture  booth  corresponding  to  underwriters  require- 
ments has  been  installed  on  the  north  wall  of  the  patients  dining  room.  The^ 
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work  of  building  this  booth  was  done  by  patients  and  the  equipment  paid  for 
by  public  subscription. 

A  fireplace  and  chimney  have  been  erected  at  the  patients  dining  room. 

A  complete  underground  gasoline  tank  with  pump  (small  non-measuring 
type)  has  been  installed  at  the  garage. 

A  bread  mixer  and  kitchen  machine  has  been  installed  in  the  kitchen.  One 
dozen  fire  extinguishers  have  been  placed  at  suitable  points  about  the  plant. 

It  has  also  been  necessary  to  completely  overhaul  the  original  set  of  storage 
batteries  and  to  overhaul  the  engine,  both  had  been  in  constant  service  since 
the  hospital  opened. 

The  low  pressure  boiler  has  had  to  be  overhauled  on  account  of  five  broken 
sections.  This  was  caused  by  the  constant  bumping  of  the  cord  wood  against 
the  sections.  This  boiler  is  a  Mills  Tubular  and  it  is  Impossible  to  fire  wood 
without  doing  damage  to  the  boiler. 

The  present  sewage  disposal  plant  is  working  to  capacity.  The  plant  was 
built  to  handle  sewage  of  an  institution  of  75  people  total  population  an^, 
there  are  55  here.  The  filter  bed  clogs  easily  as  well  as  the  pipe  line  from 
the  buildings  to  the  septic  tanks. 

The  addition  to  the  administration  building  for  housing  employes  is  about 
finished.  Following  your  suggestion  we  have  only  built  a  small  addition  which 
will  help  out  for  the  time  pending  further  action  in  regard  to  the  location  of 
the  hospital.  There  will  be  a  considerable  balance  left  from  the  appropria- 
tion for  this  addition.  This  money  might  well  be  used  in  starting  the  work 
of  changing  over  the  new  pavilion  so  as  to  make  it  comfortable  during  the 
winter.  The  total  cost  of  this  change  would  be  about  $2000  but  it  is  necessary 
and  should  be  done  regardless  of  any  change  in  location  of  the  hospital. 

The  road  conditions  leading  to  the  hospital  from  any  direction,  speak  for 
themselves  and  are  the  worst  we  have  ever  experienced.  We  have  to  trans- 
port tons  of  supplies  over  these  roads  and  operate  a  touring  car  for  the  ao 
commodatoin  of  patients  and  employes.  The  cost  of  this  transportation  doubled 
in  the  past  year  due  to  road  conditions  and  the  increased  cost  of  equipment 
and  labor.  The  snow  breaks  authorized  by  your  Board  and  the  town  board  of 
Providence  have  been  built.  They  will  protect  the  road  from  Barkerville  to 
the  hospital  (about  two  miles).  There  should  be  breaks  in  the  town  of  Galway 
and  in  Milton. 

The  patients  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  have  organized  a 
committee  from  among  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  raising  and  maintain- 
ing a  fund  to  provide  entertainment  and  occupation  for  patients  while  in  the 
hospital.  They  have  raised  about  $10(K)  and  have  paid  for  their  moving  pic- 
ture machine  and  booth.  They  are  now  in  a  position  to  purchase  good  films 
and  to  provide  other  amusements^  Mrs.  Hirst  has  started  them  in  basketry 
and  they  plan  to  install  the  necessary  machinery  for  wood  turning  and  toy- 
making.  This  is  a  very  important  item  in  the  care  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
Army  has  shown  that  occupation  during  a  stay  in  the  hospital  is  benefiicial. 
The  Army  has  also  brought  out  the  fact  that  entertainment  and  instruction 
are  very  important.  Four  of  the  male  patients  are  rasing  pigs  and  four  of  the 
women  patients  have  a  flock  of  chickens.  All  of  this  work  is  done  without 
expense  to  the  county  and  is  largely  planned  by  the  patients  who  with  their 
fund  are  in  a  position  to  do  for  themselves. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  35  markets  of  logs  taken  from  the  forest 
and  made  into  lumber.  Many  of  these  logs  were  wind  falls  and  there  yet  re- 
mains in  the  forest  about  50  markets  that  should  be  removed.  The  lumber  was 
used  In  building  the  additions  reported  and  in  construction  of  snow  breaks  ac- 
cording to  resolution  of  your  Board  authorizing  the  same.  On  account  of 
the  large  amount  of  travel  necessary  in  the  winter  months,  it  is  money  well 
invested  to  construct  snow  breaks  to  keep  the  roads  open  and  there  are  at 
least  50  markets  of  logs  blown  down  in  the  hospital  wood  lot. 

Following  the  visit  of  your  Board  to  the  hospital  and  at  your  suggestion, 
the  superintendent  asked  Breeze  and  Mallory  to  submit  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  both  enlarging  the  present  plant  to  the  required  number  of  beds  and 
the  cost  of  a  new  plant  on  a  new  site.  This  work  is  being  done  and  the 
estimate  will  be  submitted  to  you  during  the  present  session.  Also  the  super- 
intendent called  upon  the  State  Department  of  Health  for  assistance  in  ob- 
taining plans,  estimates,  etc.  The  Department  sent  the  architect  of  the 
hospital  division  here  and  he  will  furnish  you  with  complete  plans  and  esti- 
mates of  both  propositions.    The  civil  engineer  of  the  Department  lias  been 
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here  and  also  visited  tlie  King  property  near  Wilton  and  will  make  a  report 
on  it  to  you.  Dr.  Lent,  the  supervisor  of  tuberculosis  inspected  the  hospital, 
visited  the  King  site  and  is  working  with  the  other  officials  in  making  their 
reports.  Dr.  Earl  11.  King  of  Saratoga  Springs  has  juade  the  of£jv  of  25  acres 
uaeM:^aq,  e;Bn:»ts  puBi  jo  Wilton  and  Saratoga.  Dr.  King  would  give  this  site 
to  the  county  'if  it  would  be  used  as  a  hospital  site.  Dr.  King  also  adds 
to  this  offer  that  if  accepted  he  will  furnish  a  complete  X-ray  eqnipment  in 
the  new  pla^t. 

The  outlook  for  the  early  construction  of  Road  37  seems  to  be  a  little  more 
promising.  If  this  road  were  built /it  would  not  only  help  the  hospital,  but 
it  might  solve  the  entire  problem  here. 

The  managers  wish  to  thank  your  Board  for  the  cooperation  you  have  al- 
ways given  in  the  hospital  work  and  trust  that  the  present  cordial  relations 

will  continue.  „  „  .  ^  ^

There  is  some  tendency  today  to  regard  supervision  by  State  Officials  as 
bothersome  interference  with  individual  liberty.  In  some  cases  this  feeling 
may  be  justified  but  merchants  should  remember  that  the  object  of  Weights 
and  Measures  regulation  and  its  result  when  properly  conducted  is  the  pro- 
tection of  the  merchant  as  well  as  the  purchaser,  the  manufacturer,  the  farm- 
er and  every  other  person  who  buys  or  sells  commodities  of  any  sort. 

The  aim  of  our  works  is  constructive,  not  destructive.  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures regulation  means:  Free  and  fair  competition.  This  in  a  few  words  is  the 
advantage  to  the  merchant.  If  one  man  is  allowed  to  sell  fourteen  ounces  as 
a  pound,  he  can  undersell  his  neighbor  who  is  delivering  a  full  pound.  The 
merchant  given  full  measure  can  not  hope  to  compete  with  the  short  weighter. 
The  man  who  weighs  and  measures  carefully  at  all  stages  of  the  passage  of 
commodities  through  his  establishment,  is  able  to  fix  his  prices  so  that  hv 
shall  receive  the  proper  amount  of  profit  and  at  the  same  time,  so  that  his 
competitor  cannot  undersell  him. 

The  merchant,  who  is  compelled  to  make  representation  to  his  customer 
of  the  quanity  delivered,  must  in  so  doing,'  gain  certain  information  which  is 
very  useful  to  him.  He  is  forced  to  measure  and  weigh  carefully  and  re- 
ceives the  benefits  which  accompany  such  weighing  and  measuring.  He  can- 
not be  subjected  to  unjust  claims  for  shortages.  Under  the  old  careless  system 
of  carrying  on  business,  many  sucli  claims  had  to  be  adjusted  although  the  mer- 
chant Avas  morally  certain  that  they  were  unfoxfbded. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  I  am  at  all  times  available 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  and  measuring  commodities  purchased  and  if  called 
upon  to  do  so  will  cheerfully  perform  this  service.

Gentlemen:  Herewith  I  hand  you  my  annual  report  of  financial  transactions 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31st,  1919. 

You  will,  no  doubt,  be  interested  to  observe  that  this  ofEice  handled  $308,- 
388.71  more  than  last  year,  and  $941,969.45  more  than  showu  by  the  County 
Treasurer's  report  made  in  1911,  an  increase  of  nearly  a  million  dollars  of 
funds  handled  in  eight  years. 

These  facts  show  the  growing  importance  of  the  office  from  the  stand- 
point of  its  financial  responsibility.  Its  growth  also  in  the  number  of  things 
to  be  done  and  the  exacting  care  necessary  to  be  given  to  them  have  kept 
apace  with  the  financial  increase.  For  instance,  the  1911  report  shows  sixty- 
six  accounts  on  the  ledger,  while  my  report  this  year  shows  over  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  accounts. 

This  is  only  a  suggestion  of  the  amount  of  detail  which  increases  from  year 
to  year,  and,  in  fact,  every  time  the  legislature  enacts  a  law  which  in  any 
way  effects  us.  Some  accounts  have  shown  more  of  an  increase  than  others, 
such  as  Maintenance  of  State  Roads,  Corporation  School  Tax  and  Delinquent 
School  Tax.    Others  are  entirely  new. 

The  vouchers  accounts,  etc.,  for  the  year  just  ended  are  ready  for  exam- 
ination by  your  Board,  through  your  Committee,  or  any  manner  you  may 
desire.  iBoth  Mr.  Bumstead  and  myself  would  be  glad  to  have  the  accounts 
gone  over  by  an  accountant,  if  you  should  so  desire.  An  office  which 
handles  approximately  two  million  dollars  in  a  year  cannot  be  too  carefully 
looked  after.

The  remains  of  all  were  buried  by  friends  or  in  cemeteries  outside  the 
County  Farm  as  per  your  resolution  directihg  such  burials. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  was  91,  and  the  daily  cost  of  maintenance 
per  capita  $.52368. 

Schedule  of  inmates  chargeable  to  the  various  towns  of  the  County  show- 
iug  the  time  in  the  institution  and  the  amounts  due  the  County  from  the 
towns  on  account  thereof  appears  later  in  this  report. 

There  are  children  in  orphan  asylums  placed  by  orders  of  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  of  the  towns  at  the  expenses  of  the  County  and  towns. 

There  are  inmates  in  several  State  institutions  from  whom  bills  will  be 
presented  to  your  Board,  namely:  Brunswick  Home,  Craig  Colony,  Insti- 
tutions for  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind  and  Utica  State  Hospital. 

Our  farming  operations  comprise  the  raising  of  355  bushels  oats,  50  tons 
hay,  10  tons  oat  straw,  82  tons  ensilage,  6  tons  corn  fodder,  45  bushels 
tomatoes,  70  bushels  onions,  75  bushels  carrots,  23  bushels  beets,  23  bushels 
beans,  820  bushels  assorted  potatoes,  798  bushels  ears  of  corn,  1  1-2  tons 
squash  and  2,000  heads  of  cabbage. 

'"  "We  have  also  produced  1,360  dozen  eggs,  2,221  pounds  butter,  1,299  pounds 
pork,  797  pounds  beef,  96  pounds  veal,  and  893  pounds  fowl. 

Livestock  on  farm  Nov.  1,  1919,  34  hogs  to  kill,  18  young  pigs  for  sale, 
6  brood  sows  and  1  boar  to  winter,  15  cows,  4  heifers,  1  bull,  5  horses  and 
205  fowls. 

Improvements  made  during  the  year  include  the  painting  of  the  follow- 
ing: walls  of  dining  room  and  kitchen  in  Infirmary,  administration  kitchen 
wall,  and  woodwork,  rooms  and  corridors  in  part  of  main  building  oc- 
cupied by  the  women,  upper  corridor  in  part  of  main  building  occupied  by 
the  men,  also  the  floors  of  the  women's  and  men's  wards.  All  the  beds 
were  enameled,  and  new  bowls  installed  in  the  men's  toilet;  eight  new 
grates  in  the  large  boiler  and  new  flues  and  piping  in  the  small  boiler.  New 
screen  doors  and  window  screens  were  made  for  the  Infirmary  and  main 
building.  Several  elm  trees  and  ornamental  trees  were  set  out  about  the 
grounds. 

I  desire,  at  this  time  to  express  to  the  Building  Committee  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  co-operation  and 
for  the  many  courtesies  extended.

NARRATIVE  REPORT 
OF 

SARATOGA  COUNTY  FARM  BUREAU 

December  1,  1918  to  December  1,  1919. 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  Saratoga  County  Farm  Bureau  work 
for  year  1919.  Mr.  Charles  S.  Phelps  acting  as  manager  until  March 
1,  at  which  time  I  took  up  the  work. 


THE  AIM. 

The  aim  of  Saratoga  County  Farm  Bureau  is  "Better  Agriculture; 
Better  Rural  Communities;  and  Better  Marketing  Conditions." 

ORGANIZATION. 

During  the  week  of  March  15  the  Saratoga  County  Farm  Bureau 
and  the  Saratoga  County  Home  Bureau  met  at  a  joint  session  at 
which  time  it  was  voted  to  form  the  Saratoga  County  Farm  and 
Home  Bureau  Association  with  two  distinct  departments — the  farm 
department  and  the  home  department.  The  officers  to  be  made  up 
of  a  president,  secretary  and  a  treasurer  of  the  joint  association. 
The  board  of  directors  to  comprise  the  executive  committee  of  each 
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department  and  a  fifteenth  member  to  be  chosen  by  both  committees. 
This  was  a  step  forward  as  the  two  departments  can  do  better  work 
by  co-operating.  For  an  illustration,  in  holdisg  community  meet- 
ings have  both  the  men  and  the  women  attend  the  one  meeting  and 
then  adjourn  to  separate  rooms  to  carry  on  business,  in  this  way  we 
get  a  better  attendance  as  everyone  will  be  interested. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  FARM  DEPARTMENT. 

We  have  an  excellent  executive  committee  which  has  directed  ihe 
work  and  co-operated  with  the  manager  in  every  way  possible. 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS. 

There  are  twenty-four  community  centers  in  the  county  two  of 
which  have  been  formed  this  season.  These  communities  while  or- 
ganized are  not  doing  the  work  which  should  be  carried  on.  It  is 
planned  to  have  more  meetings  through  the  winter  and  spring  with 
the  purpose  of  building  up  the  community  organizations. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  total  membership  for  the  year  1919  is  590.  One  hundred  eighty- 
seven  new  members  joining  since  March  1,  1919.  A  membership 
campaign  is  planned  to  start  on  November  18.  It  has  been  voted  to 
change  the  membership  fee  to  $2.00.

COMMUNITY  MEETINGS. 

Held  twenty-three  community  meetings  with  a  total  attendance  of 
927.  At  these  meetings  Farm  Bureau  manager  discussed  with  those 
present  their  local  problems  and  made  plans  for  work  to  be  carried 
on  during  the  year.  Found  a  good  percentage  of  the  farmers  inter- 
ested in  Farm  Bureau  work;  but  had  not  realized  enough  of  its  bene- 
fits to  take  hold  and  push  the  work  in  the  community. 
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FARMERS'  INSTITUTES. 

Ten  farmers  institutes  have  been  asked  for  by  different  communi- 
ties and  one  extension  school.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
these  schools  and  institutes  to  begin  the  week  of  December  1.  They 
are  to  be  held  in  towns  as  follows:  Clifton  Park,  Ketchums  Corners, 
Greenfield  Center,  Malta,  Quaker  Springs,  Charlton,  Burnt  Hills,  Ba- 
con Hill,  Gansevoort  and  Galway. 


.  CORN  BORER  SITUATION. 

During  the  early  spring  a  quarantine  was  placed  on  the  southern 
section  of  this  county  which  kept  the  farmers  from  plowing  under 
corn  stubble.  This  meant  a  pretty  serious  draw-back  to  the  farmer. 
On  April  18  called  a  meeting  at  Burnt  Hills  which  was  the  center 
of  this  infested  area,  where  fifyt-five  farmers  came  out  to  discuss 
the  situation.  Dr.  E.  P.  Felt,  state  entomologist  at  Albany,  came 
up  and  explained  the  situation  to  the  farmers  after  which  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  go  to  Albany  that  day  to  take  the  matter 
up  with  Mr.  Wilson,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  to  find  out  whether 
or  not  farmers  would  receive  pay  for  their  labor  if  they  went  out 
co-operatively  and  helped  one  another  clean  up  this  infested  area. 
Mr.  Wilson  agreed  that  they  should  be  paid  providing  a  state  inspector 
was  on  the  job  to  keep  the  pay-roll  and  see  to  it  that  the  work 
was  properly  done.  After  getting  this  report  I  succeeded  in  getting 
Mr.  Russell,  community  chairman  at  Milton,  a  very  capable  man, 
appointed  state  inspector  for  the  infested  area  for  this  county.  Im- 
mediately farmers  were  formed  in  groups  of  ten  to  twenty-five  men 
who  went  out  and  helped  pull  and  burn  their  corn  stubble.  This  was 
a  splendid  piece  of  co-operative  work  among  the  farmers,  with  a 
result  that  within  a  short  time  those  farmers  who  went  out  and 
co-operated  had  their  farms  cleaned  up  and  were  plowing.  About 
two  hundred  farmers  in  that  infested  area  took  hold  of  this  proposi- 
tion. It  was  estimated  by  state  inspector  Russell  that  those  two  hun- 
dred farmers  had  cleaned  up  approximately  five  hundred  acres.  A 
similar  meeting  was  held  at  Ballston. 


SHEEP  BREEDERS'  ASSOCIATION. 

Called  a  county-wide  meeting  of  the  sheep  breeders  in  Saratoga 
county  to  be  held  at  the  Farm  Bureau  office  June  11.  At  this  meet- 
ing a  new  corps  of  officers  were  elected.  The  question  of  pooling 
wool  was  taken  up  and  thoroughly  discussed.  It  was  unanimously 
decided  by  those  present  to  pool  the  1919  wool  crop.  The  board  of 
directors  were  given  instructions  to  receive  bids  for  this  wool.  Two 
weeks  later  the  directors  met  and  recevied  five  sealed  bids.  The 
wool  was  sold  for  65c  a  pQund  to  a  local  man  who  received  it  at  the 
railway  station,  weighed  it  and  paid  cash  for  same.    8,000  pounds  of

wool  were  sold  through  the  association  saving  the  farmer  at  least  10c 
a  pound  as  the  price  being  paid  for  wool  when  the  association  meet- 
ing was  first  called  was  50c  a  pound. 


CORN  VARIETY  TEST. 

Three  farmers  completed  their  corn  variety  tests;  several  others 
failed  due  to  the  lack  of  labor.  Luce's  Favorite  and  Weber's  Early- 
Dent  were  used  in  each  of  the  tests  as  the  following  table  will 
show.  Luce's  Favorite  gave  more  tonnage  per  acre  and  more  pounds 
of  husked  ears  per  acrs.  Weber's  Early  Dent  running  second  in 
tonnage  per  acre  and  pounds  of  ears  per  acre.  There  was  a  marked 
distinction  in  stage  of  maturity.  Weber's  Early  Dent  either  glazed 
or  beginning  to  dent  in  each  instance  while  Luce's  Favorite  was 
in  the  boiling  stage.  This  is  a  very  intresting  demonstration  as 
farmers  are  not  quite  sure  from  a  money  standpoint  which  of  these 
two  varieties  are  the  best  to  use.  Have  not  received  returns  from 
the  College  on  dry  matter  content  of  these  varities.  As  soon  as  that 
is  determined  will  be  able  to  decide  which  is  the  best  variety  for 
silage  purposes.  Fiftden  corn  variety  demonstrations  were  started  in 
the  spring,  carried  through  until  harvest.  Due  to  an  early  frost  and 
lack  of  labor  men  felt  they  could  not  take  time  to  gather  complete 
information.

Mr.  Bean  in  the  town  of  Northumberland  in  a  dairy  section  planted 
corn  and  sunflower  together  for  silage  and  has  filled  his  silo  with 
same.  The  plan  is  during  the  winter  to  swap  silage  with  his  neigh- 
bor who  has  corn  silage;  that  is.  the  neighbor  who  is  feeding  corn 
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siiage  will  feed  corn  and  sunflower  silage  for  thirty  days  and  the  man 
who  is  feeding  corn  silage  and  sunflower  silage  at  present  will  feed 
corn  silage  for  thirty  days  weighing  the  milk  from  individual  cows 
night  and  morning  previous  to  starting  this  test  and  continue  through- 
out the  test.  This  will  give  an  idea  which  is  the  best  for  milk  produc- 
tion. If  the  results  are  favorable  some  work  will  then  be  carried  on 
as  to  which  is  the  best  sunflower  for  this  county. 


POTATO  DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Six  potato  demonstrations  were  started  with  no  satisfactory  re- 
sults due  to  weather  conditions  and  lack  of  labor. 


OAT  VARIETY  DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Seven  varieties  of  oats  were  planted  on  the  farm  of  Frank  Bean 
of  Schuylerville.  Several  men  were  at  the  field  the  day  of  planting 
and  again  the  day  of  harvesting.  There  was  a  marked  variation  in 
approximate  yield.  The  oats  at  the  present  time  have  not  been 
thrashed  therefore  I  am  unable  to  give  results. 


ORCHARD  DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Professor  Chandler  and  myself  conducted  three  orchard  demon- 
strations in  the  county  with  a  total  attendance  of  fifty.  The  purpose 
of  these  demonstrations  was  to  make  a  study  of  the  results  of  the 
1917  freeze.  Farmers  in  those  communities  wished  information  as 
to  means  of  procedure  in  taking  care  of  their  orchards  that  had 
been  hit  by  the  freeze.  They  also  wanted  information  on  advisabil- 
ity of  setting  out  new  orchards.  The  men  seemed  to  be  very  much 
interested  in  Prof.  Chandler's  talk.  Two  fruit  growers  are  carrying 
out  his  plan. 

LIME. 

The  following  picture  shows  the  result  from  the  use  of  lime  in 
this  county  on  Timothy  and  Clover  which  had  been  in  sod  five  years 
and  the  lime  applied  at  the  time  of  seeding.  This  is  on  Vergennes 
Silt  Loan.  A  great  many  farmers  in  the  county,  during  the  summer 
made  a  special  trip  to  look  at  the  field  which  showed  very  clearly  the 
result  from  the  use  of  lime. 


POULTRY  DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Four  poultry  culling  demonstration  were  held  in  the  county,  with 
a  representative  from  the  State  College  present  who  demonstrated 
very  clearly  it  was  an  easy  matter  to  cull  out  the  boarder  hen  and 
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not  keep  them  over  winter.  Forty-six  poultrymen  attended  these 
four  meetings.  A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  by  those  who 
attended.  Found  one  man  who  had  cleared  a  net  profit  of  $1,000  from 
225  Leghorn  hens  during  this  year.    He  had  been  selecting  his  birds. 


DYNAMITE  DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Held  two  dynamite  demonstrations  in  co-operation  with  a  repre- 
sentative from  the  Du  Pont  Powder  Company.  One  demonstration 
was  to  show  the  proper  use  of  dynamite  in  blowing  up  stone  and 
blowing  out  trees.  The  other  one  demonstrated  the  use  of  dynamite 
in  making  open  ditches.  The  results  of  the  two  demonstrations  were 
that  people  in  other  parts  of  the  county  have  asked  for  like  dem- 
onstrations, in  their  sections.  It  was  shown  clearly  that  dynamite 
could  be  used  successfully  for  ditching  and  cleaning  up  field. 


GUERNSEY  BREEDERS'  ASSOCIATION. 

Organized  a  Guernsey  Breeders'  Association  with  twenty-five  mem- 
bers, the  purpose  of  which  is  to  get  more  pure  bred  animals  distri- 
buted throughout  the  county  and  to  encourage  and  increase  the 
Guernsey  Breed  in  the  county.  Held  the  first  annual  Guernsey 
Breeders'  picnic  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Frank  Gick,  president  of  the 
Breeders'  Association  with  an  attendance  of  fifty.  Mr.  Gick  is  one 
of  the  best  Guernsey  Breeders  in  the  County.  A  representative  of 
the  State  Guernsey  Breeders'  Association  gave  an  address  at  this 
meeting. 

BETTER  COW  ASSOCIATION. 

Formed  a  Better  Cow  Association.  Any  farmer  is  eligible  to  mem- 
bership providing  he  will  weigh  the  milk  from  individual  cows  night 
and  morning.  Milk  record  sheets  will  be  furnished  free  by  the  Farm 
Bureau  office  and  will  further  agree  to  test  the  milk  from  each  in- 
dividual cow  at  least  four  times  a  year.  The  milk  record  sheets  will 
be  figured,  and  by  so  doing  we  will  be  able  to  get  rid  of  the  boarder 
cow.  At  present  the  association  has  sixty  cows  signed  up.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  Association  is  to  get  the  farmers  interested  in  such 
work  and  lead  up  to  a  Cow  testing  association. 


DAIRYMEN'S  LEAGUE  WORK. 

Attended  sixteen  meetings  in  local  branches  of  Dair3/men's  League. 
Gave  talks  and  assistance  in  helping  them  to  more  thoroughly  or- 
ganize their  territory  and  to  explain  the  Dairymen's  League  plan. 
A  dairymen's  league  representative  attended  part  of  these  meetings 
with  me. 
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SOIL  SURVEY  MAP. 

Succeeded  in  getting  a  soil  survey  may  for  each  member  of  the 
Association.  A  map  has  also  been  sent  to  each  school  district  and 
through  the  co-operation  of  school  supervisors  each  school  is  to  locate 
on  this  map  each  family  and  give  it  a  number  and  the  name  and 
address  v>^ith  a  corresponding  number  on  paper.  This  map  will 
then  be  returned  to  Farm  Bureau  office  where  a  map  will  be  made 
up  containing  all  the  school  districts  in  the  county  and  the  original 
map  which  was  sent  in  from  the  school  district  will  be  returned,  to 
become  school  property.  The  result  of  this  piece  of  work  will  be 
that  every  farmer  will  be  noted  on  this  map.  We  will  know  what 
school  district  he  is  in;  on  what  road  he  lives  and  location  on  said 
road.  This  will  be  a  map  which  will  be  of  great  value  and  saving 
to  Farm  Bureau  work.  It  was  through  the  co-operation  of  the  school 
supervisors  that  this  work  was  made  possible. 


FARM  ACCOUNTING. 

Helped  fifty  farmers  in  the  county  to  get  started  on  a  system 
of  farm  account  books  which  were  secured  through  the  State  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture.  During  the  winter  months  the  Farm  Bureau 
manager  will  meet  with  groups  of  these  farmers,  help  them  to  close 
up  their  books  and  figure  their  labor  income  for  1919.

COUNTY  FAIR  EXHIBIT.       *'  ' 

At  the  County  Fair  the  plan  was  to  feature  milk.  Prof.  Troy, 
from  the  College  of  Agriculture,  demonstrated  to  the  farmer  the 
proper  care  of  the  milking  machine  which  would  enable  him  to  keep 
dov/n  the  bacteria  count.  Prof.  Warren  B'.  Miles,  principal  of  Burnt 
Hills  High  School,  gave  a  Babcock  test  of  samples  of  milk  that 
farmers  brought  with  them  to  the  fair.  This  feature  was  given  pub- 
licity before  the  f^iv.  During  the  week  Prof.  Miles  tested  111  samples 
of  milk  which  ran  from  1.8  to  6%  butter  fat.  Had  an  exhibit  of  four 
varieties  of  silage  corn  which  were  planted  the  same  day  in  the 
same  field.  This  very  clearly  showed  the  different  stages  of  maturity 
in  the  different  varieties  and  further  showed  which  variety  was  best 
for  farmers  to  plant  for  silage  purposes  in  the  county.  Had  an  ex- 
hibit on  the  Better  Cow  Association,  showing  kind  of  scales  to  use  and 
milk  record  sheets.  Approximately  10,000  people  visited  this  booth 
during  the  week. 

BEE-KEEPERS  ORGANIZE. 

Sixteen  of  the  most  prominent  beekeepers  in  the  county  met  at  the 
Farm  Bureau  office  on  October  8,  at  which  time  they  formed  a  County 
Beekeepers'  Association,  elected  their  officers  and  decided  on  a  $2.00 
membership;  also  decided  to  affiliate  with  the  State  Beekeepers'  Asso- 
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ciation.  They  further  voted  to  send  their  vice-president  Mr.  E.  E.  Man- 
ning to  th  State  Beekeepers  meeting  at  Syracuse  in  February.  758 
colonies  of  bees  were  represented  by  the  sixteen  men  present.  It 
is  their  plan  to  pool  their  orders  for  bee  supplies  through  the  asso- 
ciation, by  so  doing  they  will  get  a  discount  over  what  they  could 
get  by  ordering  individually.  Steps  will  also  be  taken  along  legisla- 
tive lines  by  the  Association. 

SARATOGA-WASHINGTON  HAY  GROWERS'  ASSOCIATION. 

On  August  23  about  thirty  farmers  from  Saratoga  and  Washington 
Counties,  along  the  Hudson  valley,  met  at  the  Court  House  at  Hudson 
Falls  to  discuss  plans  for  forming  a  Hay  Association.  Mr.  S.  W. 
Bonder,  president  of  the  Montgomery  county  hay  growers  association, 
and  Mr.  Webster  Birdsell,  representing  the  Department  of  Farms  and 
Markets,  Mr.  Hurley,  farm  bureau  manager  of  Washington  county 
and  myself  gave  talks  and  discussed  the  situation  with  the  farmers. 
At  this  meeting  the  Saratoga-Washington  County  Hay  Growers'  As- 
sociation was  organized  and  incorporated  for  $10,000.  A  question- 
naire was  then  sent  out  by  the  Farm  Bureau  office  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  hay  which  would  be  signed  up  and  sold  through  the 
association.  Two  weeks  later  another  meeting  was  called  at  which 
time  the  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adopted  and  it  was  found  that 
seventy  (70)  carloads  of  hay  were  signed  up  to  be  sold  through  the 
association.  At  this  meeting  a  committee  of  three  men  was  appoint- 
ed to  hire  a  manager  for  the  association.  As  soon  as  this  man  is 
hired  it  is  safe  to  say  that  quite  a  lot  more  hay  will  be  signed  up 
to  be  sold. 

JUNIOR  PROJECT. 

During  the  first  week  in  April  a  meeting  was  called  at  the  Farm 
Bureau  office  which  comprised  the  four  school  supervisors  in  the 
county;  two  representatives  from  both  the  Farm  and  Home  Bureau; 
and  the  Farm  and  Home  Bureau  managers.  At  this  time  junior  pro- 
ject w^ork  was  explained  and  discussed  after  which  an  advisory  com- 
mittee on  junior  project  w^as  decided  upon,  those  present  being  mem- 
bers of  the  committee.  The  Farm  and  Home  Bureau  managers  at- 
tended several  teachers  conferences  in  the  county,  explained  to  them 
the  junior  project  work  and  found  the  teachers  as  a  whole  very 
much  interested.  Following  this  application  blanks  were  forwarded 
to  each  teacher.  The  teachers  signed  up  the  boys  and  girls  for 
projects  they  were  most  interested  in.  The  school  supervisors  took 
it  upon  themselves  to  assist  in  supervising  the  junior  project  work 
in  their  supervisory  district  which  w^as  a  mighty  good  piece  of  work. 
Plans  were  made  whereby  the  junior  project  workers  would  be  vis- 
ited at  least  once  during  the  season  and  inspection  made  of  their 
work.  In  October  five  junior  project  fairs  were  held  in  co-operation 
with  granges  in  those  communities  where  junior  project  w^ork  was 
the  strongest.    Ribbon  prizes  were  offered  for  those  who  exhibited 
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their  material.  Blue  ribbons  for  projects  that  were  completed  and 
books  written  up;  red  ribbons  for  projects  not  completed.  The  aver- 
age attendance  for  the  five  fairs  was  155  people.  There  was  so  much 
interest  shown  at  these  fairs  that  the  advisory  committee  on  junior 
project  work  held  a  meeting  during  the  week  to  decide  on  what  steps 
would  be  taken  to  carry  the  work  on  another  year.  The  committee 
felt  quite  sure  that  money  could  be  raised  in  the  county  to  hire  a 
county  junior  leader  for  the  year  1920.  Steps  will  be  taken  to  carry 
this  plan  out  immediately  after  the  holidays.  There  were  813  boys 
and  girls  who  signed  up  to  start  junior  project  work  and  200  com- 
pleted their  projects. 


FARM  BUREAU  NEWS. 

There  has  been  published  and  mailed  to  each  member  monthly  an 
eight  page  Farm  Bureau  News  which  contained  useful  facts  and  in- 
formation for  the  farmer.  One  feature  which  was  of  interest  to  them 
was  Prof.  Savage's  balanced  ration  which  was  figured  monthly.  More 
time  should  be  spent  on  the  News  another  year  as  it  is  the  only 
means  of  reaching  each  member  once  a  month.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF 

SARATOGA  COUNTY   HOME  BUREAU. 

Jan.  1st,  1919— Nov.  15,  1919. 

The  following  report  of  Home  Bureau  work  in  Saratoga  County  is 
a  compilation  of  facts  concerning  work  done  under  Miss  Caroline 
Morton  who  was  manager  until  July  20th  and  continued  after  that 
time  under  a  new  manager. 


THE  AIM. 

The  aim  of  Saratoga  County's  Home  Bureau  is  "Better  Home- 
makers  and  Better  Homes  make  Better  Communities  and  a  Better 
Nation." 

Executive  Committee — A  most  excellent  executive  committee  has 
directed  the  work  and  co-operated  with  the  manager  in  carrying  out 
the  county  plans. 

Community  Organizations — Through  the  co-operation  and  efforts  of 
the  County  Executive  committee  and  local  communities  fifteen  ac- 
tive and  working  communities  have  been  organized  on  a  permanent 
basis.  Ten  of  these  have  local  committees  carrying  on  programs  of 
community  work,  study  and  demonstration  classes.  Community  asso- 
ciations on  the  city  plan  with  executive  committees,  committees  for 
projects  and  district  and  block-leaders  to  carry  on  work  have  been 
at  work  on  community  problems  on  one  city,  two  towns  and  one 
village. 

Membership — No  membership  compaign  has  been  put  on.  The  re- 
quired 800  members  having  been  secured  by  giving  each  community 
organized  a  quota  of  memberships  to  raise,  according  to  population. 
This  policy  of  having  those  who  knew  the  work  support  it  was 
adopted  as  the  best  plan  until  the  work  was  better  known  and  es- 
tablished. Only  tw^o  local  committees  have  failed  to  bring  up  their 
total  of  memberships,  some  have  exceeded.  A  membership  campaign 
is  now  pending  which  is  hoped  to  secure  500  members  for  1920. 
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FINANCES. 

$1,200  appropriated  lay  the  county  board  of  supervisors  and  supple- 
mented by  the  $300  from  memberships  has  been  duplicated  by  $1,50C 
from  state  and  federal  funds.

WORK  OP  THE  BUREAU. 

The  various  Home  Bureau  Projects  have  been  carried  on  through 
community  meetings,  existing  organizations,  study  and  demonstra- 
tion classes,  individuals,  Junior  clubs  and  the  County  Fair. 

Community  Meetings— Sixty-eight  were  held  with  an  attendance  of 
3,485  at  which  32  speakers  presented  subjects  of  local  interest,  dis- 
cussed informational  topics  and  entertained. 

Projects— 1.  Club.  Seven  study  clubs  and  demonstration  classes, 
health,  civics  and  clothing  and  thrift  have  carried  on  work  as  out- 
lined in  programs  adopted  by  local  committees.  This  work  closed, 
in  July  to  be  resumed  in  the  Fall.  Ninety-six  meetings  were  held 
with  an  attendance  of  3,571.  Five  groups  have  already  started  work 
for  1919-20  having  held  20  meetings  with  an  attendance  of  261. 

TYPE  OF  WORK  DONE. 

Health  and  Home  Nursing— Study  classes,  were  organized  and  car- 
ried on  with  the  aid  of  local  leaders,  physicians,  nurses  and  assistance 
from  the  State  Dept.  of  Health.  Health  work  was  also  presented 
at  Community  meetings.  Study  classes  are  now  in  progress  in  two 
communities  the  instruction  being  given  by  the  community  nurse  of 
Ballston  Spa  who  is  partly  under  Red  Cross  direction. 


CIVICS  FOR  WOMEN. 

Organized  study  classes  have  promoted  a  better  understanding  of 
woman's  new  civic  privileges  and  duties.  These  classes  meet  regu- 
larly with  programs  prepared  by  a  program  committee.  Local  men 
and  women  experienced  in  civic  affairs  give  addresses  or  lead  dis- 
cussions following  the  outline  given  in  Miss  -Hazard's  bulletin  (Cor- 
nell Reading  Course  Lesson  120).  Six  such  groups  plan  work  for 
1919-20  of  which  number  one  has  already  began  work  by  opening 
with  an  address  upon  the  subject  of  voting  in  preparation  for  the 
November  elections.    Men  as  well  as  women  join  in  these  meetings. 
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CLOTHING. 

(a)  For  adults. — Organized  clothing  work  has  been  carried  out 
through  study  and  demonstration  classes,  community  meetings  and 
a  training  school  for  local  leaders.  The  groups  meet  regularly  and 
at  each  meeting  by  demonstration,  discussion  or  practical  work  les- 
sons useful  to  home  seamstresses  are  taught.  Clothing  has  been  re- 
modeled and  made  resulting  in  quite  a  saving  of  money.  The  school 
for  leaders  was  held  in  Saratoga  Springs  to  prepare  local  people 
for  conducting  classes  in  their  own  communities.  This  was  taught 
by  Miss  Ranney,  specialist  from  Cornell  and  was  deemed  a  wise 
method  of  extending  the  specialist's  instruction  over  a  larger  field 
than  would  otherwise  be  possible  since  her  time  in  one  county  and 
our  funds  were  limited.  The  local  leaders  are  now  organizing  their 
classes  for  winter  work.  Two  have  already  started.  The  classes 
with  local  leaders  will  be  less  dependent  upon  the  Home  Bureau 
Manager  for  instruction,  thereby  giving  her  an  opportunity  to  visit 
new  fields.  There  will  be  six  or  more  regular  classes  resulting  from 
this  school. 

(b)  For  Juniors. — Ten  Junior  Sewin.g  Club  of  girls  between  eight 
and  nineteen  have  been  organized  with  an  enrollment  of  200.  These 
girls  have  been  working  under  the  direction  of  the  manager  and  the 
immediate  instruction  of  local  leaders  who  have  taken  a  great  interest 
in  the  work  to  make  it  succeed.  As  a  result  two  clubs  sent  teams 
to  the  county  fair  to  compete  in  the  demonstration  contest.  First 
prize  went  to  Galway  "Busy  Bees"  and  second  to  "Quaker  Sewing 
Club  of  Quaker  Springs.  Both  deserved  much  credit  for  their  good 
work.  Several  clubs  sent  exhibits  of  garments  made,  darning,  re- 
pairing, etc.,  done  in  the  club  to  the  county  fair.  Ten  girls  have 
now  finished  their  projects  and  are  entitled  to  the  achievement  pin. 
Others  expect  to  finish  soon  some  have  dropped  out  entirely. 


COUNTY. 

(a)  Food  Preservation  For  Adults. — A  few  demonstrations  in  can- 
ning fruits  and  vegetables  have  been  requested,  meat  canning  is  be- 
ing asked  for  on  the  institute  programs  this  winter.  A  prize  of  $5.00 
was  offered  by  Mrs.  J.  K.  Walbridge  for  the  best  exhibit  of  canned 
foods  at  the  fair.  It  was  divided  between  Mrs.  Brown  of  Galway  and 
Mrs.  Grass  of  Corinth. 

(b)  For  Juniors. — A  small  number  of  juniors  have  carried  through 
the  food  preservation  project.  Esther  Sherman  of  Bacon  Hill  is 
the  only  one  to  my  knowledge  having  entirely  completed  her  work 
and  is  entitled  to  achievement  recognition. 

Purchasing  Agency. — Jar  rubbers  have  been  purchased  co-operately 
effecting  a  saving  to  Home  Bureau  Members.  Dress  forms  have 
been  purchased  through  the  Bureau.  Special  magazine  offers  have 
been  made  through  the  Home  Bureau  to  its  members. 
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Junior  Extension— Ten  clubs  of  girls  have  been  formed  through 
the  bureau  which  have  been  discussed  under  "clothing"  and  "food 
preservation." 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  the  project  work  started  under 
the  direction  of  a  county  committee  composed  of  Farm  and  Home 
Bureau  representatives  and  School  Superintendents,  and  with  the, 
co-operation  of  local  teachers  and  other  interested  persons  has 
grown  to  the  point  where  steps  are  being  taken  to  secure  a  Junior 
Project  leader  for  the  county  who  will  devote  whole  time  to  this 
work. 

Five  Junior  Project  fairs  have  been  held  in  the  county  in  co-opera- 
tion with  granges  to  offer  an  opportunity  to  project  workers  to  ex- 
hibit their  products.  Ribbon  awards  were  made — blue  for  satisfactor- 
ily completed  projects  where  records  had  been  kept,  red  for  incom- 
pleted projects.  These  were  meant  to  be  encouragment  for  future 
work. 

153  different  entries  were  made. 
78  first  prizes  were  given. 
75  second  prizes  were  given. 

100  boys  and  girls,  exhibited  (this  number  only  a  small  part  of 
those  engaged  in  project  work). 

School  Lunches. — Agitation  has  been  made  along  the  line  of  better 
health  for  children  through  the  proper  selection  and  preparation  of 
school  lunches  and  the  introduction  of  a  hot  lunch  in  winter  where 
feasible.  The  exact  number  of  schools  adopting  this  is  not  known, 
but  a  survey  is  planned  to  learn  exact  conditions  soon. 


COMMUNITY. 

Civic  Improvement  and  Social  Activities. — Through  the  community 
associations  in  the  larger  places  of  the  county  the  following  work 
has  been  done:  Two  Homemakers  Schools  held  with  attendance  of 
2000-500,  respectively. 

Through  "Spring  Clean-Up-Days"  12,000  leaflets  were  distributed. 
One  Victory  Loan  Campaign  with  $128,500  was  subscribed.  The 
most  successful  operation  of  a  Hostess  House  where  1638  soldiers, 
sailors,  and  marines  were  entertained.  One  official  Welcome  Ban- 
quet for  returning  soldiers  was  carried  out  350  being  entertained. 
A  Survey  of  Sanitation  and  Food  conditions  was  conducted  in  one 
city  and  recommendations  for  improvement  were  sent  to  the  city 
council. 

An  army  food  sale  was  conducted  serving  large  numbers  of  people 
and  doing  a  business  amounting  to  $18,209.52. 


INDIVIDUAL. 

The  individual  home  project  carried  on  by  the  homemaker  is  a 
feature  of  Home  Bureau  Work  which  is  to  mean  much  to  the  future

of  the  work.  These  will  be  few  in  number  for  some  time  as  they 
are  only  taken  up  by  the  most  progressive  type  of  homemaker.  Three 
are  in  progress  in  the  county.    Two  Child  Feeding,  One  Milk  Project. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

County  Fair — The  Farm  and  Home  Bureaus  with  the  Burnt  Hills- 
Ballston  Lake  High  School  co-operating  maintained  an  exhibit  booth 
at  the  County  Fair  in  August.  Home  Bureau  section  was  composed 
of  Senior  canned  goods  exhibit,  Junior  Sewing  Exhibit,  Junior  Dem- 
onstration Team  contest,  an  exhibit  showing  the  food  value  of  milk 
and  the  distribution  of  2,300  milk  leaflets  and  Victory  Special  an- 
nouncements. 


VICTORY  SPECIAL. 

The  Victory  Special  Demonstration  Train  in  charge  of  Miss  Lucile 
Brewer  from  Cornell  made  three  stops  in  the  county,  Saratoga 
Springs,  Ballston  Spa  and  Mechanicville  with  a  total  attendance  of 
325. 

Miss  Brewer's  demonstrations  aroused  much  interest.  The  sub- 
jects treated  were  cooking  and  canning  by  steam  pressure,  and  jelly 
making. 

OFFICE  WORK. 

This  has  been  somewhat  handicapped  by  lack  of  office  equipment. 
One  half  time  stenographer's  service  as  budgeted  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  accomplish.

— Every  town  clerk  hereafter 
elected  or  appointed  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  make  and  deliver  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  his  undertaking, 
with  such  sureties  as  the  town  board  ishall  prescribe,  in  a  penal  sum  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  determined  by  the  town  board,  to  the 
effect  that  he  will  well  and  faithfully  discharge  his  official  duties  as  such

Your  committee  have  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  road  situation  in 
the  county.

Mr.  Schermerhorn,  Division  Superintendent  of  the  State  Highway 
Department  addressed  the  Board  in  relation  to  an  appropriation  for 
the  building  of  wider  roads  asking  that  the  Board  by  resolution  ex- 
press its  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  subject. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Resseguie  addressed  the  Board  in  relation  of  establishing  a 
laboratory  at  the  Saratoga  Hospital  as  follows: 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: 

The  work  of  standardizing  the  hospitals  of  this  country,  both  large 
and  small,  is  going  on  at  the  present  time,  and  is  being  done  by 
The  American  College  of  Surgeons.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  to 
place  any  Institution  in  an  embarrassing  or  unenviable  position  in  a 
community,  but  rather  to  force  upon  them  the  fact  that  a  patient 
has  the  right  to  the  best  that  can  be  given,  and  that  all  reasonable 
means  must  be  employed  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  both  preventa- 
tive and  curative.  To  this  end,  one  of  the  requirements  for  pos- 
sessing a  Class  A  rating  of  any  Hospital,  is  a  properly  equipped  lab- 
oratory, and  a  full-time,  paid  laboratory  worker. 

I  mention  this  fact  simply  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the  importance 
attached  to  a  laboratory  in  connection  with  hospitals.  Practicing  the 
Intricate,  and  many  times  baffling  art  of  medicine  in  the  present  day 
without  the  aid  of  a  laboratory  is  simply  not  giving  the  patient  a  fair 
deal,  and  in  some  cases  at  least  reduces  an  exacting  science  to  the 
level  of  guess-work.  In  other  words  the  patient  is  not  getting  all  he 
is  entitled  to. 
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Saratoga  County  should  have  the  benefit  of  a  laboratory.  Many 
counties  of  this  state,  I  think  I  may  truthfully  say  a  majority,  already 
have  them.  It  is  not  a  matter  necessitating  a  large  outlay  in  the 
present  case,  for  the  reason  that  the  Managers  of  the  Saratoga  Hos- 
pital have  offered  to  provide  proper  rooms,  and  will  also  give  the 
apparatus  it  has  toward  equipping  a  laboratory.  An  initial  outlay  of 
$3,500  will  properly  equip  and  run  the  laboratory  for  one  year,  and 
we  are  quite  positive  in  our  opinion  that  an  appropriation  of  $2,500 
annually  will  cover  all  expenses  thereafter. 

Under  the  arrangement  proposes,  all  physicians  of  the  County  will 
have  access  to  it,  for  both  their  indigent  sick  and  others,  and  it 
would,  I  assure  you,  pay  one  hundred-fold  in  benefits.  An  important 
part  of  the  work  of  the  laboratory  would  be  in  Tuberculosis,  of  which 
you  know  Saratoga  County  has  its  share,  and  as  much  of  the  work  in 
fhis  connection  as  was  thought  necessary  or  expedient  by  those  in 
charge  at  the  Homestead  Sanatarium,  could  be  readily  done  here. 

Every  practicing  physician  feels  the  need  of  laboratory  help  daily, 
and  the  sick  of  a  community  that  has  none  is  not  getting  its  full 
measure  of  intelligent  treatment.  That  we  should  have  a  laboratory 
is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Saratoga  County  Medical  Society,  the 
Saratoga  Springs  Medical  Society,  and  of  the  Staff  of  the  Saratoga 
Hospital,  the  latter  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent,  and  I 
make  this  plea  for  an  appropriation  in  simple  justice  to  the  sick 
and  afflicted;  I  assure  you  it  will  not  mean  one  dollar  of  increased 
revenue  to  any  physician.

port showing: 

1.  The  moneys  received  from  the  State,  as  provided  in  section  one 
hundred  and  one  during  the  year  ending  October  thirty-first. 

2.  The  moneys  received  by  him  during  such  year  on  account  of 
taxes  levied  and  collected  and  from  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  and 
certificates  of  indebtedness  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  for  highways, 
bridges,  purchase  and  repair  of  machinery,  tools  and  implements,  the 
removal  of  obstructions  caused  by  snow  and  for  miscellaneous  pur- 
poses. 

3.  The  moneys  received  by  him  during  such  year,  as  penalties  re- 
covered pursuant  to  this  chapter,  or  from  any  other  source  and  avail 
able  for  highway  purposes  in  his  town. 

4.  The  expenditures  during  such  year  for  the  improvement,  repair 
and  maintenance  of  highways,  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
bridges,  for  the  construction  of  new  bridges,  for  damages  and  charges 
in  laying  out,  altering  and  discontinuing  highways,  for  the  removal  of 
obstructions  caused  by  snow,  for  the  purchase  of  machinery,  tools 
and  implements,  for  the  rental  or  hire  of  stone  crushers,  steam  rollers 
and  traction  engines,  for  town  superintendent's  salary  or  compen- 
sation and  audited  expenses,  for  allowances  as  fees  on  account  of  re- 
ceiving and  disbursing  highway  moneys,  or  for  other  highway  pur- 
poses. 

5.  All  machinery,  tools  and  Implements  owned  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  the  town,  the  present  value  of  each  article  thereof,  and  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  all  necessary  repairs  thereto,  as  shown  by  the  annual 
inventory  of  the  town  superintendent. 

The  form  of  such  report  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  commission.  Sucn 
report  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  within  three  days 
after  the  presentation  thereof  and  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection 
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during  the  office  hours  of  such  town  clerk  and  a  duplicate  shall  at  the 
same  time  be  mailed  to  the  commission.  A  certified  copy  of  such  re- 
port shall  also  be  filed  by  the  supervisor  with  the  clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  printed  in  the  next 
issue  of  the  annual  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
town  board  shall  cause  a  certified  copy  of  the  report  to  be  published 
in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  town,  or  if  there  be  none  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  within  the  county  and  having 
the  greatest  circulation  within  the  town.  The  expense  of  such  publi- 
cation, which  shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars,  shall  be  a  town  charge. 
The  clerk  of  the  Board 'of  Supervisors  shall  transmit  three  copies  of 
the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  containing  such  report  to 
the  commission  and  three  copies  to  the  comptroller.

REPORT  NO.  32 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Saratoga  County: 
Your .  committee  appointed  to  supervise  the  construction  of  county  roads 

respectfully  submit  the  following  account  of  our  activities: 
During  the  year  last  passed,  roads  have  been  constructed  or  authorized 

in  the  towns  of  Ballston,  Charlton,  Clifton  Park,  Galway,  Greenfield,  Had- 

ley,   Halfmoon,  Malta,  Milton,  Northumberland,   Saratoga,  Stillwater  and 

Waterford. 

The  roads  entirely  finished  are  the  water  bound  road  in  Clifton  Park, 
the  gravel  road  in  Galway,  macadam  road  in  Greenfield,  gravel  road  in 
Halfmoon,  gravel  road  in  Milton  and  the  gravel  road  in  Northumberland 
and  Saratoga  as  well  as  the  concrete  road  in  Waterford. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a  schedule  which  shows  county  roads  con- 
structed under  construction  and  authorized  from  which  will  be  noted  the 
extent  to  which  the  same  have  been  finished;  the  type  of  road  the  width 
of  the  metal  section;  the  roads  which  will  be  ready  for  acceptance  in 
1920;  the  estimated  cost  for  oiling  and  the  expense  of  necessary  repairs; 
the  money  received  in  the  years  1918  and  1919  for  maintenance  and  the 
amount  expended  for  same. 

Th;e  oiling  of  the  county  roads  this  year  was,  as  we  believe,  done  in  the 
very  best  manner  possible.  Moneys  expended  for  repairs  are  made  directly 
by  the  town  officials  from  the  appropriation  made  by  your  board.  We 
have  therefore  no  way  of  showing  in  this  report  just  how  this  money  was 
used. 

In  our  work  we  have  been  rendered  great  assistance  by  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Highways  who  has  made-  the  suggestion  that  it  would 
be  advisable  for  the  county  to  purchase  some  machinery  for  use  in  building 
these  roads.  If  the  suggestion  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  board,  the 
committee  appointed  for  next  years  work  would  do  well  at  an  early  ses- 
sion of  the  board  to  report  the  necessary  machinery  required. 

While  the  desire  on  the  part  of  the  town  officials  where  roads  of  this 
kind  are  constructed  is  to  secure  the  best  results,  still  your  committee 
believe  that  they  will  not  be  accused  of  unfavorable  comment  if  we  recom- 
mend in  the  discretion  of  the  committee,  the  employment  of  foremen  in 
the  building  of  such  roads  instead  of  the  town  Superintendent  whose  time 
is  necessarily  somewhat  taken  with  other  duties  when  his  presence  on 
the  work  continually  is  desired.  If  such  a  man  could  be  selected,  and  pre- 
ferably a  local  man,  it  would  seem  probable  that  the  county's  interest 
might  be  better  safeguarded. 

The  construction  of  county  roads  has  reached  the  point  where  ti  becomes 
quite  an  item  of  the  county  budget.  From  a  very  small  percentage  paid 
by  the  towns  originally  the  amount  has  increased  until  now  as  a  general 
rule,  the  town  in  which  a  road  is  being  constructed  is  required  to  pay 
five  per  cent. 
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Your  committee  has  been  pleased  to  note  that  in  some  of  the  later  reso- 
lutions authorizing  such  roads  the  town  has  been  required  to  pay  a  larger 
percentage  namely  as  high  as  30  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  Waterford. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  instead  of  a  fixed  percentage  that  a 
town  be  required  to  pay  as  its  share  of  the  county  road,  such  percentage 
as  the  board  may  determine,  and  that  the  board  consider  each  road  upon 
its  merits,  as  some  towns  undoubtedly  are  better  able  and  pay  a  larger 
proportion  than  others,  although  the  road  constructed  in  the  town,  not 
so  able  to  pay  may  be  of  great  importance  to  the  county. 

Your  committee  also  believe  that  in  addition  to  the  percentage  of  cost 
paid  by  the  town  in  which  the  road  is  constructed  that  the  town  furnish 
the  gravel  in  the  bank  also  the  local  stone  for  said  road. 

Your  committee  also  believe  that  they  should  emphasize  the  importance 
of  the  committee's  supervision  of  the  work  and  to  that  end  we  quote  the 
following  from  the  Highway  Law: 

"That  unless  the  advise  and  recommendation  of  the  County  Committee 
are  followed,  the  County  will  not  pay  any  portion  of  the  CuSt." 

It  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  various  towns  securing  county 
roads  should  very  seriously  study  the  problem  of  providing  trucks  for  the 
work,  as  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee  the  hauling  by  trucks  not  only 
expedites  the  construction  of  the  road  but  tends  to  economy.

Section  One,  Chapter  thirty  of  the  Laws  of  One  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  and  Nine  entitled-  "An  act  relating  to  ihighways  consti- 
tuting chapter  twenty-five  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  therein  new  sections,  to  be  Sections  Three 
Hundred  Forty-five,  Three  Hundred  Forty-six,  Three  Hundred  Forty- 
seven,  Three  Hundred  Forty-eight  and  Three  Hundred  Forty-nine,  to 
read  as  follows: 

P — 345.  No  person  shall  till,  work  or  cultivate  any  land  within 
the  limits  of  a  public  highway  in  a  town  outside  of  an  incorporated 
village,  or  where  such  highway  limits  are  not  clearly  defined  within 
one  rod  of  the  center  of  the  travelled  way,  unless  the  owner  of  such 
land  or  his  duly  authorized  agent  shall  have  first  obtained  a  written 
permit  therefor  signed  by  the  town  superintendent  and  the  county 
superintendent  of  highways  of  the  town  and  county  in  which  such 
land  is  situated;  and  in  such  case  the  permit  shall  not  give  the 
right  to  such  person  to  till,  work  or  cultivate  any  land  within  ten 
feet  of  the  center  of  the  travelled  way,  and,  in  no  case  within  three 
feet  of  the  ditch  along  the  side  of  the  travelled  way. 

P-346.  No  person  shall  injure  or  remove  any  tree  or  trees,  not 
wholly  dead,  from  within  the  limits  of  a  public  highway  in  a  town 
outside  of  an  incorporated  village,  or  where  such  highway  limits  are 
not  clearly  defined  from  within  half  of  the  width  of  the  highway 
from  the  center  of  the  travelled  way,  unless  the  owner  of  such  land 
on  which  said  tree  or  trees  stand,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  shall 
have  first  obtained  a  written  permit  therefor  signed  by  the  town 
superintendent  and  the  county  superintendent  of  highways  of  the 
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town  and  county  in  whicli  such  tree  or  trees  stand.  Nor  shall  such 
town  superintendent  or  county  superintendent  of  highways  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed  any  tree  or  trees  from  within  the  highway 
limits  above  defined  without  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the 
land  on  which  such  tree  or  trees  stand  unless  such  tree  or  trees  shall 
be  dead  or  be  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  the  public;  but  this  section 
shall  not  impair  or  abridge  the  right  of  property  owners  along  the 
highway  to  plant,  cultivate  or  train  trees  therein. 

P-347.  The  permits  provided  for  in  the  last  two  sections  shall  be 
granted  only  upon  application  therefor  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
owner  of  the  land  outside  of  the  highway  adjoining  such  land  within 
the  highway  or  by  his  duly  authorized  agent.  The  application  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the  name  of  the  owner  of  such  ad- 
joining land,  the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  authority  to  use  the 
permit  is  asked,  the  exact  location  of  such  land  within  the  highway 
and  the  purpose  for  which  such  land  is  to  be  used;  in  case  of  a  tree  or 
trees  the  location  of  the  tree  or  trees  and  the  reason  for  removing 
the  same.  Where  the  application  is  made  by  the  agent  of  such 
owner  the  application  shall  show  that  such  agent  was  duly  author- 
ized in  writing  by  such  owner  to  make  the  application. 

P-348.  All  permits  to  till,  work  or  cultivate  land  within  the  limits 
of  such  highway  or  to  receive  any  tree  or  trees  from  within  the  limits 
of  such  highway,  and  all  authority  to  use  such  permits,  shall  expire 
within  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  such  permit  or  permits 
shall  have  been  issued;  and,  any  such  permit  may  be  cancelled  for 
violation  thereof  at  any  time  by  the  authorities  granting  the  same  by 
a  notice  in  writing  to  such  owner  or  to  his  duly  authorized  agent. 

P-349.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  sections  three 
hundred  forty-five,  three  hundred  forty-six,  three  hundred  forty-  seven 
or  three  hundred  forty-eight  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde 
meanor  and  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense  and  in  case  or 
failure  to  pay  a  fine  imposed  may  be  committed  to  jail  not  exceeding 
one  day  for  each  dollar  of  such  fine  and  in  case  of  damage  to  such 
highway  caused  by  such  violation  shall  in  addition  be  liable  therefor 
in. treble  damages  which  shall  be  recovered  by  the  town  superintend- 
ent in  the  name  of  the  town  in  which  the  offense  was  committed  and 
when  recovered  shall  be  applied  by  him  in  improving  the  highways 
and  bridges  in  such  town.

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tificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  county  issue  to  pay  a  portion  of  said 
share;  providing  for  a  tax  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds,  and  for  an  undertak:ing  to  be  given  by  the  County  Treasurer. 
Passed  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  chapter  16  of  the  laws 
of  1909,  known  as  the  County  Law,  and  Chapter  30  of  the  Laws  of 
1909  known  as  the  Highway  Law,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Saratoga  on  the  20th  day  of  December, 
1919,  ....  votes  (being  the  votes  of  mere  than  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Saratoga  County)  being 
cast  in  favor  of  and  votes  against  its  passage. 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Saratoga  County,  did  on 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1917,  provide  by  resolution  that  fifty  pei 
centum  of  the  cost  of  construction  or  improvement  of  any  county 
highway  in  said  county  shall  be  borne  by  the  county,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  County  of  Saratoga,  pursuant  to  Article  6  of  the 
Highway  Law,  has  by  resolutions  duly  adopted,  approved  maps,  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  construction  and  improv- 
ing certain  county  highways  situated  in  the  County  of  Saratoga  which 
are  designated  upon  the  map  of  the  highways  of  the  State  approved  by 
Chapter  715  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  and  has  made  immediately  available 
amounts  sufficient  to  pay  the  share  of  the  cost  of  such  construction 
and  improvement  which  is  to  be  borne  by  the  County  of  Saratoga,  of 
which  said  amount  there  remains  unpaid  by  the  County  of  Saratoga 
the  aggregate  sumof  $391,243.54  represented  to  the  amount  oi: 
$44,599.43  by  certificates  of  indebtedness  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the 
numbers  and  names  of  said  county  highways,  the  actual  or  estimated 
cost  ,as  the  case  may  be,  exclusive  of  extra  work,  the  amounts  ap- 
propriated to  pay  the  share  of  the  county,  the  dates  of  the  adoption  of 
the  resolutions,  the  amounts  heretofore  paid  thereon,  and  now  re 
presented  by  certificates  of  indebtedness,  and  the  amounts  to  which 
the  county  is  obligated  to  pay  thereon,  being  as  follows: 
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And  whereas  the  actual  cost  of  construction  and  improvement  has 
been  ascertained  and  apportioned  by  the  State  Highway  Commission, 
and  amounts  to  an  aggregate  sum  of  $391,243.54,  exclusive  of  the 
amounts  heretofore  raised  by  taxation  and  paid  thereon,  and  this 
board  deems  it  advisable  to  provide  for  the  raising  of  a  portion  of 
said  amount  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  county  as  provided  by 
section  141a  of  the  highway  law. 

Now,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Saratoga 
do  enact  as  follows:  , 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  issued  three  hundred  ninety  (390)  bonds 
of  the  County  of  Saratoga  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  three 
hundred  ninety  thousand  dollars  ($390,000)  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  unpaid  portion  of  the  share  of  the  County  of  Saratoga  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  the  said  county  highways  numbers  1460,  1117,  1345, 
1461,  1523,  and  1528  part  one,  and  for  the  payment  and  redemption  or. 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  county  heretofore  issued  to  pay  a 
portion  of  said  share. 

Section  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  coupon  bonds  three  hundred  ninety 
(390)  in  number,  of  the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000) 
each,  numbered  from  one  (1)  to  three  hundred  ninety  (390)  inclus- 
ive, bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5%)  percentum  perannum. 
payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  February  and  August  in 
each  year,  fifteen  (15)  of  said  bonds  in  order  as  numbered  maturing 
on  February  first,  1925,  and  twenty-five  (25)  of  said  bonds  in  order  as 
numbered  maturing  on  February  first  in  each  of  the  years  1926  to  and 
including  the  year  1940.  Both  principal  and  interest  of  said  bond? 
shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  at 
the  office  of  the  County  Treasurer.  The  principal  and  interest  of  such 
bonds  as  may  be  registered  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  registered 
holder,  be  paid  in  New  York  Exchange. 

Section  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  Saratoga  County  and  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  coun- 
ty and  attested  by  the  Ccunty  Clerk  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said 
county.

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REPORT  OF  COUNTY  SUP^^RINTENDENT  OF  HIGHWAYS 
As  Filed  witH  Board  of  Supervisors,  December  20th,  1919. 
To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Saratoga: 

^T^submU  herewith  my  report  as  County  Superintendent  of  Highways  and 
Bridges  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1919. 

In  1918  work  on  the  highways  of  the  county,  and  t^^f^  f^f  J^^.^t^ 
tively  at  a  standstill.  In  spHe  of  excessive  cost  of  ^^^^ , ^fi^  ^iJe 
seemed  to  be  the  concensus  of  opinion  in  the  early  spring  of  1919  that,  as  the 
war  was  at  an  end.  road  building  should  go  on,  not  as  in  ^^e  past,  but  m 
largely  increased  volume.  Not  only  to  provide  employment  to  the  returning 
men,  but  because  good  roads  are  one  of  the  most  JJ^ ^  the  oeopfe 
try  today,  and  is  so  recognized  by  a  very  large  majority  of  the  people. 

There  are  80,000  miles  of  highways  in  the  State  of  New  York  a^d  it  will 
of  course  be  many  years  before  the  majority  of  the  ^^^f,  ^  om  the 

to  be  able  to  carry  the  traffic  of  the  present  day  ^^f  .^""^^ll^^'^^  ^l^^. 
changes  that  have  occurred  during  the  past  ten  yeras  it  is  difficult  to  esti 
mate  what  the  traffic  requirements  will  require  ten  years  hence. 


THE  BEST  TYPE  OF  ROAD 

It  seems  to  be  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  on  lines  of  heavy  traffic  the 
concreteToad  fills  all  present  requirements  better  than  any  other  type.  These 
roads  on  main  lines  are  built  sixteen  feet  wide  and  the  cost  approximates 
under  present  conditions,  $40,000  per  mile  This  high  ^.f  V' irbe'\bsolutelT 
construction  of  this  class  of  road  up  to  the  state,  ^s^^t  would  be  absolutely 
prohibitive  to  small  municipalities  and  townships.  However,  all  through  the 
state  the  counties  are  building  comparatively  inexpensive  roads  posting  from 
$4,000  to  $8,000  per  mile  which  are  at  present  answering  very  well  as  feeders 
to'  the  main  lines  constructed  by  the  state. 

The  Countv  of  Saratoga  has  not  been  backward  in  this  work  and  has  already 
authorized  the  construction  of  53  miles  of  road  varying  m  type  from  con- 
crete to  gravel.  During  the  annual  session  of  1919  your  Board  appointed  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  map  of  a  County  System  of  Roads,  one  of  the  essen- 
tial ideas  being  that  future  County  construction  should  be  on  roads  that 
connected,  either  with  State  roads  or  improved  County  roads.  The  commit- 
tee has  made  a  very  careful  study  of  the  road  situation  and  will  embody  its 
recommendations  in  a  report  to  your  honorable  body. 


COUNTY  ROADS 

In  1915  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorized  the  construction  of  4  8-10  miles 
of  a  water  bound  macadam  road  in  the  town  of  Greenfield,  following  this  in 
the  succeeding  years  approximately  48  additional  miles  have  been  authorized 
varying  in  type  from  concrete,  bituminous  macadam,  water  bound  macadam  to 
gravel  and  sand  clay.  Of  the  53  miles  authorized,  19  2-10  miles  have  been 
entirely  completed  and  fifteen  additional  miles  are  so  far  advanced  that  its 
completion  is  assured  in  1920.  This  leaves  19  miles  on  which  construction  has 
not  as  yet  been  commenced. 


THE  BEST  TYPE  OF  ROAD 

Road  experts  today  are  practically  of  the  opinion  that  a  pavement  that  will 
stSid  up  Snder  existing  traffic  must  be  either  of  brick,  concrete  or  what  is 
known  as  bituminous  macadam.  There  is,  of  course,  ^  large  number  of  patent- 
ed pavements,  some  of  which  give  splendid  results,  but  their  high  cost  has 
so  far  prohibited  their  use  except  in  city  streets.  The  old  reliable  water 
bound  macadam  which  gave  such  good  results  in  the  days  f  ^^^f^^^ra^wn 
vehicles  does  not  stand  up  well  under  motor  traffic,  and  is  not  today  consid- 
ered an  economical  pavement  to  construct.  Brick,  on  a  concrete  base  makes 
an  excellent  pavement  but  its  cost  is  very  high.  Concrete,,  under  existing 
prices,  cannot  be  laid  by  contract  much  under  $13  per  cubic  yard.  Bituminous 
pavement  costs  about  $8  per  cubic  yard.    One  mile  of  road  for  each  foot  of 
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width  contains  98  cubic  yards.  For  each  foot  in  width  the  cost  of  concrete 
would  be  $1274,  and  for  a  bituminous  pavenaent  $784  per  mile. 

It  is  therefore  very  desirable  that  in  County  road  construction  the  width 
be  given  careful  thought  taking  into  consideration  that  County  roads  are  not 
main  lines  of  travel  but  are  feeders  to  those  lines  constructed  by  the  state. 
Two  automobiles  of  the  largest  type  passing  with  a  two  foot  clearance  would 
require,  for  both  vehicles  to  remain  on  the  metal  section,  a  width  of  thirteen 
feet  and  four  inches.  Cars  driven  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  might  require  this, 
or  a  greater  width,  but  passing  cars  driven  slowly  would  be  perfectly  safe  in 
using  the  earth  shoulder  on  either  side.  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that 
a  ten  foot  metal  section  would  meet  all  requirements  of  County  roads  and 
would  not  be  prohibitive  in  cost. 


COUNTY  MACHINERY 

The  county  has,  on  its  present  county  system,  practically  110  miles  of  road 
already  constructed,  under  construction  or  awaiting  construction.  Labor  is 
very  high  and  some  careful  observers  predict  that  the  peak  has  not  yet  been 
reached,  nor  will  be  for  a  couple  of  years  to  come.  You  will  all  agree  with 
me,  I  think,  that  a  great  saving  can  be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  machinery. 
The  towns  in  which  work  has  been  done  are  fairly  well  equipped  with  that 
machinery  which  is  absolutely  necessary,  but  did  the  County  acquire  certain 
special  machines,  which  might  be  used  generally  throughout  the  county,  a 
considerable  saving  in  cost  would  be  effected.  What  is  specially  needed  is  a 
gravel  loader,  a  light  portable  pile  driver,  a  pump  having  a  capacity  of  at 
least  100  gallons  per  minute,  a  pneumatic  drill,  a  horse  drawn  sweeper  and  if 
much  bituminous  construction  is  to  be  undertaken  an  oil  distributor.  No  one 
town  would  have  (with  the  possible  exception  of  a  gravel  loader),  enough  use 
for  any  of  these  machines  to  warrant  its  purchase,  but  the  county  as  a  whole 
would  find  it  a  profitable  investment.  I  have  reported  in  1917  and  1918  on  the 
economy  to  a  town  in  the  use  of  trucks  for  hauling  road  material.  What 
was  said  in  those  reports  is  true  today  to  a  much  greater  degree, 

MAINTENANCE  OF  STATE  AND  COUNTY  HIGHWAYS 

The  sum  of  $145,726  was  expended  by  the  State  in  1919  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  the  state  highways  in  Saratoga  County. 

Miscellaneous  repairs,  patching  macadam,  opening  ditches,  repairing  cul- 
verts, erecting  and  repairing  and  painting  guard  rails,  repairs  to  shoulders, 
etc.,  cost  $35,002.00.  The  wash-out  at  South  Corinth  cost  $2,070.00.  The  re- 
surfacing with  concrete  of  3,74  miles  of  the  Ballston  Lrake  road  cost  $93,005.00. 
The  widening  of  3  1-4  miles  of  the  Glens  Falls  road  cost  $12,304.00,  and  for 
general  cold  oil  treatment  and  repairs  to  culverts  $2,345.00  was  expended. 

The  work  for  1920  contemplates  the  resurfacing  of  the  Saratoga-Corinth 
road  from  South  Corinth  to  Splinterville  with  concrete  sixteen  feet  wide; 
the  elimination  of  the  dangerous  grade  crossing  at  Canty's  Cut  and  a  new 
alignment  at  the  under  crossing  at  Kings,  so  that  a  long  line  of  sight  may  be 
had  at  this,  also  very  dangerous  crossing.  All  this  work  has  been  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  D.  H.  Noonan  and  has  been  conducted  in  a  very  efficient  and 
creditable  manner.

pnmNTH  A  2x4  floor  placed  on  bridge  crossing  the  Hudson  river  at 
Corinth  (joint  bridge);  span  360  feet;  cost  $2,470  Corinth's  section  of  the 
S?pier  Falls  road  badly  damaged  by  the  August  cloud  burst.
